WINDING THE TEDIOUS TRIAL. 

The jury retired at 5:40 o’clock, looking 
tired ana solemn. The picturesque back of 
little Juror Samuels was followed by the 
eyes of the spectators till the door of the 
jury-room closed on it. Then there was a 
sigh of relief from the audience. 

Mr. Crews began his speech with the 
cheering statement that he did not intend to 
talk the jury to death. He spoke for two 
hours and a half reviewing tne evidence, 
and maintaining that the preponderance had 
been so strongly in favor of the defense that 
the State should be laughed at. 

Mr. Elliott’s closing speech was the strong- 
est of the trial, and the effect on Mrs. Raw- 
son was noticeable. She sat with her 


white lips tightly pressed and her eyes flash- 


ing. She looked as though she might have 
leaped at his throatany moment. 

He thanked the jury for its attention. The 
jury, he declared, had hung on the words 
of counsel as a child might hang to its moth- 
or.” 

John Lyle King sat in an armchair behind 
Mr. Elliott. Mr. King leaned back in his 
chair when this metaphor hit him.

At 5:30 the jury 
retired, and about five minutes later Judge 
Tuthill went home, leaving word for a tele- 
phone message in case an agreement was 
reached before 10 o’clock.

The Heroine of a Recent Elopement in 


France, Said to Be from the Flour City. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jan. 30.—[Special. ]— 
The papers yesterday contained a dispatch 
from London, Eng., giving details of the elope- 
ment of Dr. Sellonof London and Miss Ida 
Wilcox. The dispatch states that the lady 
is the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Carlo Wil- 
cox, who are staying at Nice. Minneapolis 
people who chanced to read the unpreten- 
tious piece of news at once recognized the 
names as being suited to a well known 
and highly respected family of this city, 
while the names of persons and places given 
in the dispatch unhappily led to the infer- 
ence that the Minneapolis family is the one 
connected with the unfortunate affair. Rel- 
atives and friends of the young lady here 
refuse to credit the story in the absence of 
something more definite and  authen- 
tic. Mr. Wilcox is in Min- 
neapolis, and knew nothing about the 
report until a reporter called on him and 
handed him a copy of the telegram. 
reading it over a couple of times Mr. Wilcox 
saia: This is indeed strange. I cannot 
understand it. This is the first Iknew about 
it. If you had brought me a dispatch that 
my daughter was dead it would not have sur- 
prised me more than this does. 1 cannot 
deny it, for I have heard nothing, and this 
seenis to give facts. I heard from my wife 
and daughter Jan. 5. They were then at 
Nice. They were well and happy. I surely 
did not think she was the daughter to do that. 
She was always treated well by her parents 
and her brother. She had everything that 
was needed to make her happy. It was in 


order that she might learn music and French 


that her mother went abroad several months 
ago to spend the winter.“ 
Miss Wilcox was one of the bright, pretty,

Nice, Jan. 30.—Most strenuous efforts are 
being made by Mrs. Wilcox and her friends 
to hush up the elopement scandal. They 
have induced Viscount du Moiron, Procuror 
of the Kepublic, to keep silence, and he has 
closed the mouths of the police officials so 
that they absolutely refuse to assert or deny 
anything. It is known, however, that the 
runaways have arrived in Nies, and that the 
mother has had an interview with her erring 
daughter today.

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JOHN CLAYTON'S MURDER. 


POLITICS BELIEVED TO HAVE CAUSED 
THE ASSASSINATION, 


The Vietim Killed by a Shot Fired Through 
a Window—Great Excitement at the 
Scene of the Crime—An Interview with 
Congressman Breckinridge at Washing- 
ton—Gen. Powell Clayton Now on His 
Way to Plummerville. 


LittLe Rock, Ark., Jan. 30.—|Special.}— 
The assassination of Col. John M. Clayton at 
Piummerville last night has been a source of 
great excitement here all day, crowds of 
people being congregated at the hotels, in 
the Legislature lobbies, and on the streets 
discussing the subject. The event is uni- 
versally condemned in ali quarters. The 
township in which he was killed is the 
same one in which the ballot-box was 
stolen containing a majority for him 
at the November election, when he 
was the Republican candidate against Clit- 
ton R. Breckinridge, present incumbent 
from the Secona Congressional District, and 
the same county in which Judge M. W. Ben- 
jamin, who died here recentiy, was assaulted 
with au airgun the day of election. The dis- 
patches indicate that the deed was simply 
a cold blooded, cowardly assassination. 
Clayton wasin bis room at Mrs, Craven’s 
boarding-house at 9 o’clock last night, to- 
gether with R. Womack, a drummer from 
Benton, Ark., and his secretary, Mr. Almutt. 
For some time past he had been nervous, as 
he feared he would have trouble 
in Conway County. He had been 
talking with bis associates, and 
had sat down pear the window. Just at that 
instant there was a tremendous explosion, 
and the gentlemen present thought that the 
lamp had exploded. Mr. Womack stated that 
the iamp had exploded and Almutt, who was 
nearest Clayton, said: No, Clayton has 
been shot.“ As soon as a light could be pro- 
cured they found him lying on the floor, his 
head and neck blown to pieces. 

The house where Clayton was killed isa 
small one-story frame structure. His room 
was in the northwest corner on the north side 
of the building. About four feet from the 
house is a picket fence. The murderer was 
evidently between the house and fence, as 
there are powder marks on the window- 
casing, showing that the shot was fired at 


close range. This morning fresh tracks, evi- + 
dently made by heavy overshoes, were dis- charged everything, but he could not lay his 


covered leading from the window through a 
gate near by an opening in the fence not far 
distant. 

A CLEW TO THE MURDERER. 

An old-fashioned muzzle-loading pistol was 
found near this opening with the barrel 
empty. No clew whatever has been discov- 
ered, with the exception of the old 
pistol and the tracks. The remains of 
Clayton arrived here at 6 o’clock tonight 
and were met at the depot by an escort of 
Knights Templar and taken to the lodge- 
room in this city. Tomorrow they will be 
removed to Pine Bluff, where the interment 
will take place. Gen. Powell Clayton will 
not reach here until tomorrow, having been 
detained unavoidably. The State Senate 
will pass a bill tomorrow authorizing Gov. 
Eagle to offer a reward of $5,000 for the ar- 
rest of the assassin. The bill was read a 
second time today. The entire State is 
shocked at the crime. Clayton was about 45 
years old. He served several years as State 
Senator, was Sheriff of Jefferson County 
five successive terms, and was highly es- 
teemed by men of all parties. 


The J’rogress, a Republican paper of this 


city, in an extra issue this afternoon says: 

Since the days of the assassination of Abra- 
ham Lincoln in April, 1865, no political murder 
has been so atrocious, so needless, so full of 
hate, so full of rebellion, so full of venom, so 
damnable, so outrageous, so mischievous, so un- 
patriotic, so un-American, and so detrimental to 
American interests as that of the assassination 
of the Hon. John M. Clayton, Congressman-elect 
from the Second Congressional District of Ar- 
kansas, at Plummerville, Ark., last night. As 
stated elsewhere, Col. Clayton was quietly pur- 
suing his right and duty, taking evidence in 
contesting his right to aseatin the next Con- 
gress of the United States, implicitly believing 
that he was elected ana confidently relying upon 
the honor and manhood of American justice and 
men to see that he had fair play. He was pacing 
up and down his room at the hotel witn his 
hands in his pockets when suddenly the report 
of a gun was heard, the lights went out, and 
John M. Clayton was shot in the neck and 
through the head and died instantly. Whata 
sad, cowardly, dishonorable act of Arkansas 
Democracy. 

Let us see. John M. Clayton was an honorable 
man, a good citizen, a faithful soldier, a noble 
fellow, an earnest Mason, a believer in the 
justice and ordination of the great God of the 
universe. He came to Arkansas in 1865, bring- 
ing the laurels of a faithful soldier of 
the Army of the ‘Potomac with him, 
when, with his young wife, he settled 
at Pine Bluff, Ark. and began life as a 
planter. Fullof reliance upon American man- 


hood, he and his wife went forward, gave them- 


selves to work, proving themselves successful 
in this new vocation. A year or two ago 

Mrs. Clayton died, leaving the household 
and six children to the charge of 
the* faithful, honorable, and nople husband. 
Among other duties Col. Clayton served Jeffer- 
sop County eight years as Sheriff. He was the 
same honorable and kindly man here as in every 
station of life, and there is not one person in all 
the county, State, or land who can truthfully 
say that he was an enemy of John M. Clayton. 
Late last summer or early in the fall he was 
nom inated him for Congtess. That he was elect- 
ed there is scarcely a doubt. That he has been 
shot down by a cowardly assassin in the hands 
of the defeated Democracy there is not a particle 
of doubt. 

A telegram from Gen. Powell Clayton from 
Eureka Springs stated that he would leave 
there this afternoon for Little Rock. 

Tune following resolutions were offered by 
E. L. Givens, editor of the Gazette, at a meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee of the 
Arkansas Press Association and were unani- 
mously adopted: 

Kesolved, By the Executive Committee of the 
Arkansas Press Association, that we feel with 
deep mortification the foul assassination of Col. 
John M. Clayton at Plummerville last night, and 
earnestly request the Legisluture to pass the 
bill offered by Senator Jones of Pulaski author- 
izing the Governor to offer a reward of $5,000 for 
the apprehension of the assassin or assassins. 

Resolved further, That we pledge the press of 
Arkansas to an unrelenting warfare upon polit- 


ical crime wherever it may exist, and that we 


urge the people regardiess of party, and the 
young men of the State especially, to defend 
themselves against Arkansas lawlessness in 
whatever form it may come. 

Gov. J. P. Eagle stated to Tue Trisune 
correspondent that he had no words strong 
enough to condemn the ovtrage. This after- 
noon he received word from the Sheriff of 
Conway County stating that they could give 
no particulars except that Clayton had been 
assassinated, and urged the Governor to 
offer a reward. 

The Arkansas Democrat this evening says 
editorially: 

It is not only a shocking crime in itself, but it 
is one for which Arkansas will pay most dearly. 
It is a crime which must be punished, cost what 
it may. It belongs to a character of crime 
which must be put down in Arkansas if 
we would be saved from barbarism. It 
is one of the results of  ballot-box 
robbery. Col. Clayton was a man of irreproach- 


able character and one who was esteemed and re- | 


spected by all classes, parties, and conditions, 
In Jefferson County, where be had lived for many 
years, no man stood higher as a man of honor 
and integrity.

WHAT MR. BRECKINRIDGE SAYS. 


Clayton’s Political Opponent Expresses 
Deep Sorrow Over the edy. 
Wasuinoton, D. C., Jan. 30.—-[Special.}— 
The assassination of Mr. Clayton has pro- 
duced a powerful impression in Washington. 
Even the Arkansas Congres$men, though 
they ask a suspension of judgment and say it 
might have been due to some pé@rsonal feud, 
evidently think that it was in Wallty a polit- 
ical murder. They all bear h testimony 
to Clayton’s character. It 14

G R. Breckin- 
ridge, whose opponent Mr. Clayton was in 
the Congressional election, WaS asked what 
he knew of the matter. He ; 

»I oniy know the fact Mr. Clayton 
was killed, and have no infofmation about 
the details. All I have is cont@ined in these 
two dispatches’’—producing dne telegram 
from Armstrong, his attorneys dated Plum- 
merville, stating that John M Ciavton was 
shot and instantly killed a 9 o’clock to- 
night; and another from Pine Bluff announ- 
cing the killing. I knew John M. Clayton 
well,” continued Mr. Br ridge, and 
had known him for years. His plantation 
adjoined mine, and latterly he resided in my 
town. Last fall we canvassed the district 
together, many times occupying the same 
room, and on some o€casions, 
small places, the same bed. Our re- 
lations were of the most pleasant 


kind. We never had any personal disagree- 


ment. He was aman of high character and 
social standing equal to that of any man in 
Arkansas. He was always a Republican, but 
was not active. While his brogher was Gov- 
ernor of the State, John M. Cigyton, though 
he did not protest against any Of his acts, did 
not give him any support or e@eouragement. 
In his notice of contest his allsgations were 
about as broad as they could be made. He 


finger on any proof of wrong- doing except at 
that very piace, Plummervillé, where he was 
killed. The ballot-box at that place was 
stolen on the night of the ¢@lection. As it 
was reported to me four masked men 
rushed in the room just as two of the elec- 
tion officers were getting ready to count the 
votes, seized the box and made off with it. I 
did believe that friends of Clayton took the 
box to throw discredit on the election. I 
thought they expected to have the votes 
counted anyhow, and that they stole the box 
tohave something in the shape of evidence 
that the election was unfair. In support of 
this cheory a negro testafied that the four 
men nearly ran over him as they rushed to 
seize the box, and that they negroes. 
They were masked of coursé, Now I am in- 
clined to think that it not friends of 
Clayton who stole the box. It was perhaps 
some lawless men who followed the prompt- 
ings of their own minds with the idea of doing 
something for the Democrats They sought 
no authority nor owned any of the recognized 
leaders of the party. Mr. Clayton was ear- 
nestly engaged in taking testi as to that 
box. Je had summoned 


nearly ail the voters of the precinct. It is 


probable that the men who siezed the box 
became apprehensive that the rigid scrutiny 
Ciayton was making would lead to the ex- 
posure of their crime, and with the idea of 
putting a stop to the inquiry and saving 
themselves they committed murder. Mr. 
Clayton claimed about 500 majority at 
that box, but I allow him about 450. 
Of course 1 intended that the vote 
should be counted for him. I would not 
take advantage of any such act. Unless I 
can hold my seat honorably Ido not want it. 
But, as I have said, to allow him all he 
claimed would not changethe result. My re- 
turned majority was $46, my actual majority 
about 850. Mr. Clayton wus an excellent citi- 
zen and popular among his neighbors. He 
was a widower, and leaves a family of chil- 
dren.”’ 

Mr. Breckinridge said he hoped it was not 
necessary for him to say that he deplored the 
deed and condemned it with all the vigor that 
an honest man should. It might be barely 
possibie that tut murder was the outcome of 
some feud not connected with the Congres- 
sional contest, but that was Dut the shadow- 
est possibility.

ACR PRINcES DEATH. 


RUDOLF OF AUSTRIA SsUDDENLY. 
STRICKEN DOWN BY APOPLEXY. 


The House of the Hapsburgs Plunged into 
Mourning — Expressions of Grief and 
Condolence from the European Capitals 
— The Archduke Karl Ludwig. Brother 
of the Emperor, Becomes the Heir Ap- 
parent — History. of an Unfortunate 
Family. 


Vienna, Jan. 30.—The Archduke Rudolf. 
the Austrian Crown Prince and heir apparent 
to the throne, died suddenly today at Mier- 
ling, near Baden, an Austrian town twelve 
miles from Vienna. 

The official Gazette says: 

Fate has inflicted a crushing blow upon the im- 
perial house and the people of Austria-Hungary. 
Our universally esteem- 
ed Crown Prince is dead. 

The deeply loved son of 

the Emperor and Em- 

press, the life's happi- 

ness of his affectionate 

spouse, the dearly loved

The Gazette then narrates that the Crown 
Prince Monday went on a shooting excur- 

sion to Mierling, ac- 
companied by several 
guests, inclyding 
Prince. Philip of Co- 
burg and Count Hoyos. 
He felt somewhat in- 

, disposed yesterday, 
and therefore excused 
himseif from attend- 
ing the family dinner 
party at the Hof burg. 
When the shooting 
guests assembled this 
morning the Crown 
Prince did not sppear. 
Immediate inquiries 
PRINCESS STEPHANIE. were made, and the 


guests were overcome by the terrible news 


that the Crown Prince was dead from a 
stroke of apoplexy. 

The official announcement that apoplexy 
was the cause of death modified the alarm 
of the public Hising from press rumors that 
the Prince had been 
killed while shooting. 

Large crowds tra- 
versed the main 
streets and assembled 
in groups - discussing 
the event. The bourse 
firstlearned the news 
through the Bourse 
Commissary General 


of business ensued. 
Members rushed to 
the streets and be- 
sieged the telegraph 
oftices. The bourse . 1 
ed and the committee decided to keep it 
closea until Friday. The Reichsrath also ad- 
journed amid great excitement. The thea- 
tres and all other placesof amusement give 
no performance tonight. 

The Emperor and Empress were to have 
gone to Pesth today, but the visit was of 
course abandoned. This afternoon the Bur- 
gomaster of Vienna waited upon the im- 
perial court marshal and expressed the sym- 
pathy of the inhabitants with the imperial 
family. 

The Crown Prince had suffered during the 
last few vears of his life from rheumatism 
of the joints. Yesterday evening he had a 
severe shivering fit. 

Almost every public body was hastily con- 
voked and passed resolutions expressing sor- 
row at the death of the Prince. The univer- 
sity authorities closed the library and sus- 
pended the lectures. | 

The Common Council has postponed all its 

ordinary sittings. It will meet in special 
session tomorrow and pass a vote of con- 
dolence. Crowds of persons dressed in black 
gathered about the palace to watch the ar- 
rival of distinguished persons to condole 
with the imperial family. The 
Papal Nuncio and the members of the 
foreign diplomatic corps visited Count Kal- 
noky and condoled with him on behalf of 
their respective sovereigns. Telegrams of 
sympathy are arriving from all parts of the 
kingdom and the capitais of Europe, the 
former all telling of the sorrow aroused by 
the sad event. All festivities have been 
stopped at Prague and the theatreg are 
closed, 
.» Archduke Charles Louis, the Emperor’s 
brother, is now the heir-presumptive to the 
throne. He has three sons, Archdukes 
Francis, Otho, and Ferdinand, it is stated 
that Archduke Francis resigned his rights 
to the succession upon inheriting the Duke 
of Modena’s property, and that consequently 
Archduke Otho is the next heir. It 1s 
thought, however, that Francis’ resignation 
was only conditional.

VIENNA, Jan. 30.—Prince Rudolf was more 
noted for his scientific and literary attain- 
ments than for any role he played in the po- 
litical life of the Empire. He ranked high as 
an ornithologist, and for several years had 
supervised the publicauon of an important 
work descriptive of birds and insects to 
be found in the Austro-Hungarian Empire. 
In 1880 Prince Rudolf made a journey to 
Egypt and went up the Nile as far as the 
second cataract. During this trip he 
killed with his own rifle seventy- 
five gazelies, 700 brace of desert par- 
tridges, and forty hyenas. He used to 
get a dead donkey and place it in the desert, 
and then wait ail night near it, rifle in hand. 
Just before daybreak dozens of hyenas would

The Peath of Austria’s Crown Prince 
Causes General Regret.

BRUss ELS, Jan. 30.—Prince Rudolph’s death 
caused consternation here. He was im- 
mensely popular. He had visited Brussels 
frequently, before and after his betrothal to 
Stephanie.

Crown Prince’s death, voluntarily stopped 
their demonstrations against Herr von Tisza, 
and the troops that had been called out to 
maintain order returned to their barracks.

BERLIN, Jan. 30.— The news of the death of 
the Austrian Crown Prince was commun! 
cated to the Reichstag ana caused an infor- 
mal suspension of the sitting. 

Emperor William was agitated by the news 
of the death of the Austrian Crown Prince. 
He drove to the residence of Count Szechenyi, 
the Austrian Ambassador, and remained 
there half an hour. He then telegraphed to 
Prince Henry at Kiel as follows: 

Crown. Prince Rudolf died of apoplexy of the 
heart. ; 

Lonpon, Jan. 30.—The Austrian Embassy 
in London has received only the bare an- 
nouncementof the death of Crown Prince 
Rudolf. The Queen and the Prince of 
Wales have sent telegrams of condolence to 
Vienna. The Prince of Wales and probably 
the Duke of Edinburg will attend the fu- 
neral. 

All the Conservative?papers here speak of 
the Austrian Crown Prince in terms of 
praise. 

The Daily News, however, says that his 
death suggests reflections of a different sort 
from those inspired by the deathbeds of 
Emperor Frederick and President Garfield. 
Rudolf,“ it says, was nota man of great 
intellect nor of impressive character. His 
sole title to distinction was that he was the 
son of his father. Of his domestic relations 
it is needless to speak.“ 

It is stated that official private telegrams 
from Vienna affirm that the death, of the 
Crown Prince was due to a wound inflicted 
with a rifle. . |

THE HAPSBURGS. 

Prince Rudolf was an only son. Barely 31 
years old, too young to have taken part in the 
war with Prussia, he had nevertheless developed 
military abilities of a high order. Tail, stalwart, 
hanocsome, after the fashion of the Hapsburgs, he 
was the pride of his parents. His.marriage with 
the fair Princess Stephanie of Belgium attracted

Francis Joseph loved him as 
David loyed Absalom, and will mourn for him as

The consequences of his death may be no less 
-far-reaching than those which followed the de- 
cease of Frederick the Noble in Germany. 

Battle, murder, and suaden death have marked 
the lives of nearly all his ancestors. 

Prince Rudolf has been too far from public 
gaze to show whether he inherited many of the 
weaknesses of his ancestors. It is certain that 
he inherited something of their strength. He 
was probably the last and best representative of 
the most remarkable family in Europe. He had 
won no little reputation as an author. A year 
ago there was a court scandal in which a beauti- 
ful young Jewess figured, and Stephanie for a 
time lived with her parents ia Belgium, but a 
reconciliation took place. Rudolf was born Aug. 
21, 1858, and married May 10, 1881, Princess Ste- 
phanie, second daughter of King Leopold II. 
The Princess Stephanie was born May 21, 1864. 
Their offspring is Elizabeth, born Sept. 2, 1883. 

Prince Rudolf, as stated, was the only son cf 
the Emperor Francis Joseph, so that the heir- 
apparent is now the Archduke Karl,Ludwig, 
eldest brother of the Emperor, Karl Ludwig 
was born July 30, 1833, and is now Field Marshaj 
Lieutenant in the imperial family. He has had 
rüther & diversified marital experience, having 
been married three times—first, Nov. 4, 1856, to 
Princess Margaret, born May 24, 1840 (daughter 
of the late King Johann of Saxony), died pt 
15, 1858; married, in second nuptials, Oct. 21, 
1862, to Princess Anpunciata, born March 24, 
1843 (daughter of the late King Ferdinando II. 
of Naples), died March 4, 171; married, in third 
nuptials, July 23, 1873, to Princess Maria, born 
Aug. 24, 1855 (daughter of the late Prince Miguel 
of Braganza, Regent of Portugal). The offspring 
of the second and third unions are six children: 
(1) Franz, born Dec. 18, 1863; (2) Otto, born 
April 25, 1865; (3) Ferdinand, born Dec. 27, 1868; 
(4) Margaret, born May 13, 1870; (5) Marie, born 
July 31, 1876; (6) Elizabeth, born July 7, 1878.

On some of the 
envelopes were business cards of Chicago 
mercantile firms and bankers. [asked why 
it was that Banff folk kept such late hours, 
and he said it was because there was scarcely 
any daylightin winter. In the summer the 
sun rises about 2 o’ciock in the morning and 
does not set until after 10 o’clock at night, 
while in the winter it simply looks up over 
the peak of one mountain and then bobs 
down behind another. The moon shines 
brightly at4o’clock in the afternoon and 
the nights are so. beautiful that one could 


write yards of poetry about them. 


Butif Banff people go to bed late they 


sleep late, for although I did not get up until 
nearly noon I found few astirin the house, 
and a num ber did not show up until 50’clock, 


the hour for dinver. After luncheon Mo-

ountain and 
had a plunge in the basin. Thisisa pool of 
water about thirty feet -square and from 
five to eight feet deep. The water 
comes from sulphur springs, and, although 
it is in the open air and at the time we went 
in the temperature of the atmosphere was 
10° below, the natural temperature of the 
water, which is almost boiling when it comes 
from the springs, was 94°. 

There is a comfortable dressing-house on 
the edge of the basin, and after disrobing 
we sprang through the open door and 
bounded from the platform into the 
water. The sensation was delightful, 
for round about was snow and ice several 
feet thick, while the water was as warm as 
at the seashore in August. A peculiarity of 
this sulphur-laden water is that one can float 
upon it without the slightest difficulty and, 
try as hard as he may, be cannot sink. We 
had lots of sport clasping our hands around 
our knees and sitting in a ring in 
an upright posture midway between the 
bottom and the surface. The sketch of our 
bath was drawn by the Rev. Christmas. In 
it Policeman Brown is doing a leapfrog over 
Mr. Christmas’ head, the Rev. Williams is in 
the act of diving, and McGarigle is tread-

Sur next bath was in the cave. This is a 
big, rocky cavern at the foot of Sulphur 
Mountain, in which there isa pool of hot 
sulphur water.

Charley, 
the hostler, was told to prepare two big bob- 
sleds and fill the boxes full of clean straw.

me a tenderfoot. At 6 o’clock we started 
from the hotel, two sleighloads of merry peo- 

le, twenty-two of us, all warmly bundled in 
ur coats and caps, with plenty of buffalo- 
robes to keep us comfortable. I never saw 
a party in Chicago have such a jolly time as 
we had as we slid rapidly over the snow and 
wound up the mountain sides to Devil’s Head 
Lake, adrive of eight miles. And such a 
drive! The moon never shone brighter and 
the clear sky seemed lighted by millions of 
electric lamps. Stars never looked so big to 
me before. They don’t twinkie and 
blink up here, but even the smallest shine 
with lustrous brilliancy. Arriving at the 
lake we drove up the Beach House, a 
roomy but unfinished hotel, in which all of 
the doors and windows have not yet been 
placed. The kitchen aloneis habitable and 
the man whom McGarigle had sent out early 
in the day had a blazing hot fire roaring in 
the range to welcome us. Stopping 
long enough to warm our fingers we

left the ladies to make tea and 
co and get the luncheon ready and 

n went down to the lake for a spin across 
the ice on an icedDoat McGarigle had shipped 
here from the East. It was jolly fun, for the 
ice was as smooth as glass and just enough 
wind to send the boat over the twelve con- 
tinuous miles of surface at the rate ofa mile 
a minute. Our appetites were sharpened, 
and we made 4 ravenous attack on the tempt- 
ing luncheon spread upon the tables when 
we returned to the hotel.

Jack Ennis 
sang The Old Trombone,” and was fol- 
lowed in turn by each member of the port 
At last McGarigie got up and said he wanted 
to sing one of the grandest songs ever writ- 
ten, ana I detected a shade of sadness and a 


slight trembling in his rich voice as he sang: 


My country, ‘tis of thee, 
Sweet land of liberty, 
Of thee I sing. 

All of us joinea in with him—Canadians, 
Americans, and Britishers alike. Never was 
the dear old National hymn sung with great- 
er fervor. . When the last verse was finished 
I saw the exile rub the corners of his eyes, 
but an instant later be convulsed the com- 
pany by doing a grotesque song and dance. 
Well, this continued until long after mid- 
night, and it was 2o’clock in the morning 
when we returned to Banff. 


M'GARIGLE’S STATEMENT, 


Swears He Never Stole Money from Cook 
County or Accepted Bribés. 
Although it was 2 o'clock in the morning 
when we reached the Sanitarium McGaricle 
asked me to go up to his room. I did so, and 
for four hours listened to what he had to say 
about his connection with the boodle gang 
and his explanation of the damaging testi- 
mony that was given against him in court. 
“So help me God, I am entirely innocent 
of the criminal charges made against me,” 
he began. Never in my life have I taken 
a penny of boodle money, or have I ever 
in any way aided in robbing the county. 
1 defy any one to show a single 
crooked transaction at the hospitai while I 
was its Warden, or show when I have ever 
yiolated the law. Ifthis can be done, and 
done honestly, I will surrender myself and 
let them do with me as they will. This ap- 
plies to any political position I ever filled. 
My tirst official position was in 1871. at the 
time of the fire, when I was given charge of 
the relief fund on the North Side. The fol- 
lowing winter I went on the police force. My 
promotion was rapid, for after serving four 
years as Chief of Detectives I was, in 1879, 
made Su ntendent of Police, a position 
that 1 d until December, 1882, re- 
signing to run for Sheriff. While Super- 
intendent I was made President of the 
Association of Chiefs of Police of the United 
States, and it was I whocreated the patrol- 
box system and the system of station re- 
ports. In fact, there is no part of the ma 
chinery of the Police Department that did 
not originate with me, and tnere has not been 
one element of good added to it since I re- 
signed. Without boasting I can truthfully 
say the same of the County Hospital. Jack 
Stephens says he has run the hos much 
more economically than I did. is is not 
oe gag, Rete ap ee management is cot- 
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Invitations were sent to the best 


| those of the present Warden are 
more than offset by the fact that the 
hospital was in thorough repair when 
he went there, while when I took charge 
I had three new baildings with rough walls 
to finish, amew stabie to build, new closets 
and bath- rooms to construct, new heating ap- 
paratus, and the plumbing was in such 
wretched condition that the old had to be al- 
most entirely taken out and replaced. The 
result of all these improvements is shown 
by the fact that during my Wardenship the 
death rate in the hospital wards was reduced 
from 15. per cent to 7 per cent. 

„Now as regards hospital accounts there 
never was a single fraudulent transaction. 
met pe pound of supplies was carefully 
weighed and check up and whenever a 
short weight or deficit was discovered 
it had to be made right. Men like 
Bipper, and Robinson know what 1 
say about this is true. 1 don’t say but what 
enormous prices were charged, but that was 
on supplies purchased by the board and over 
which I had no control. It was my duty 
simply to see that every pound charged for 
was delivered, and I performed my duty in 
that particular to the jetter. Much ado has 
been made over the bilis of the Chicago 
Pharmaceutical Company, yet there was ab- 
solutely nothing crooked. A large quantity 
of gauze was required in the wards and fora 
long time we purchased from Sharp & Smith, 

aying from 11 cents to 14 cents a yard. 

rank Murphy, one of my employés, came to 
me one day and said he and the 
agent for Hans Brothers would fur- 
nish. a “better quality of gauze for 
Scents. They submitted samples and were 
permitted to supply the hospital. Every yard 
charged for was delivered and at a saving of 
a good many hundreds of dollars to the 
county. At the time the investigation began 
Frank Murphy was suffering from hemor- 
rhages and he had to go away. Because he 
went fraud was chargea, but Murphy was 
brought home dead, and the Chicago Phar- 
maceutical Company, or at least Murphy's 
partner, is still supplying the hospital with

gauze. A proof of my integrity as Warden 
was when Furthmann, who conducted the 
prosecution against me, stated in the pres- 
ence of several Chicago gentiemen that there 
was not the first crooked transacuon shown 
in the hospital accounts. 

“The chief charge on which I was con- 
victed was my alleged crookedness in con- 
nection with the Normal Sckool. I never 
saw the school but once and that was when 
Mike Leyden of the County Board asked me 
to go out there with him and see what ought 
to be done to put the building in proper con- 
dition, and the reason why he wanted 
my opmion was that I had put the hos- 
pital in such good condition. I went out 
with Leyden and on going into 
the basement found that foul gases 
from the se were being drawn up into 
the schoolrooms. I pointed out the defects 
and recommended that an isolated two-story 
building be built, the first story to be used 
for a ooiler-room and the second floor for the 
water-closets. The school board was pres- 


ont, concluded to act upon my suggestions, 


and Leyden told me the next time Faber, 
the county architect, came over to the hos- 
— to explain my ideas to him and send 

im out to the school. I was busy when Fa- 
ber came, buf 1 gave him a note to the eu- 
gineer of the school, who was present 
when I was out there and knew the pians 1 
had suggested. From that day to this I have 
never seen the Normal School, and as God is 
my judge I never knew anything avout the 
rascalities perpetrated out there, and 1 don’t 
believe that Mike Leyden ever suspected 
that that thief Nic Schneider was charging 
for material he did not put in. 

NIC SCHNEIDER’S TESTIMONY. 

“Now, as regards Nic Schneider. Schnei- 
der was doing some work at the hospital, and 
one day Ed McDonald came to me and said 
that poor little Dutchman’ was in a fix. 
The county owed him a good deal; but his 
bills bad not yet been passed upon, and he 
needed money with which to purchase new 
material. At that time 1 had 85.600 worth of 
county scrip, and McDonald asked me to let 


‘Schneider use some of it. The way I hap- 


pened to have so much scrip was that 
all the employés of the hospital were 
paid with it, and as scrip could only be con- 
verted into cash at a discount of 8 per cent I 
would pay the employés myself and take 
their scrip and hold it until there was money 
in the County Treasury to redeem the scrip. 
1 did this because 1 thought it was an outrage 
that empioyés, some of whom only got 812 a 
month, should lose 8 per cent of their hard- 
earned wages. Well, I loaned Schneider 
$1,500 in scrip, he promising to repay me the 


full amount in cash when the county 
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halt of that amount. These sums looked big, 


but they were perfectly legitimate. 
SAYS IT LOOKED BAD. ' 

„A transaction at the bank that looked 
bad on the surface was the disposition made 
of the money from the sale of Schneider’s 
scrip. After he had borrowed all of my 


scrip Schneider succeeded in getting 813.000 


worth of scrip from the county, but he was 
unable to sell it at the time, and 
induced Dreyer to loan him $2,500 in cash, 
Schneider depositing the scrip at the bank 
as collateral. One day while in the board 
room I heard George Klehm say some people 
down in his district would invest in county 
warrants, and as I was anxious to get square 
with Schneider I took Kleum over to the 
bank and introduced him to Mr. Koch, 
Dreyer’s partner. This also looked crooked 
when presented to the jury, and the full force 
of itstruck me when heard it related 
in court, notwithstanding I knew that 
a dishonest motive had never entered my 
mind in connection with the transaction. 
Weil, Kiehm got his money from relatives at 
Niles Centre and bought $8,300 worth of 
scrip from the bank. Among this was scrip 
for $1,000 that belonged to Quigley. Quigley 
was a friend of Dan Wren, and 1 loaned 
him $100 at the solicitation of Wren, 3 
tne scrip as security, and telling the ban 
to put it in with Schneider’s and sell it. 
At the time the sale was made neither 
Schneider nor myself was in the bank, and 
as Schneider had no account at the bank and 
the transaction had been almost entirely 
with me, the $8,300 derived from tus scrip 
was placed to my credit—another thing that 
looked bad to the jury. The following Mon- 
day Lmet Schneider at the bank to settle with 
him, and pleading that he had pressing 
debts to settle he begged me not to 
deduct the full amount due me. Among 
these debts were $2,500 he owed the bank 
and $1,000 he owed a man for material. 
After much hesitation I consented and Koch 
wrote out two checks, one for $2.500 due the 
bank and the otherjfor $1,000 due the material 
man, which I signed. Schneider still owes 
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THE BASIN, 


me $3,000. Now there was a combination of 
honest circumstances which, in connection 
with other matters, convinced the jury that 
I was a thief. 

NOT A “ CLEARING-HOUSE.” 

„It has been asserted and testimony has 
been givenin court to prove the assertion 
that I was a sort of clearing-house for countv 
thieves. Let me sayin regard to this that I 
have never, to my knowledge, received a 
cent that | suspected the county had been 
defrauded of, nor have I ever accepted 
the slightest article from any contractor 
that could in any way be construed as a 
bribe. Time and again I have been offered 
sets of furniture, clothing, and dry goods, 
but I never had an article for my own use or 
the use of my family that I did not honestly 
purchase. In regard to money that has come 
into my hands, from the time I made the first 
mistake ot being drawn into politics 
I bad more or less to do 
with campaign funds and hundreds ot re- 
putable business-men, who never sold a cent’s 
worth of goods to the county, have volunta- 
rily come to me with large sums of money 
for campaign expenses. Any one who has 
ever conducted a campaign knows that it costs 
an immense amount of money to cover the ex- 
penses of an election, and 1 will take my oath 
that every dollar that was ever paid to me by 
contractors or any one else has been honestly 
expended as campaign funds. Of course, 
money has been given to me by contractors 
and others with instructions to deliver it to 
certain members of the board and other poli- 
ticians, but never have I been given a hint that 
it was boodle, or money to be used for any other 
purpose than to pay individual election ex- 
penses. Abbott, the coal man, testified in 
court that he paid me béodie money. The 
true facts of the transaction are that he sent 
me word one day that he wanted to see me, 
and when 1 happened to pass by his place I 
went in. He wanted to know if I was satis- 
fied with the coal he had been furnishing the 
hospital. I replied that I was, and he asked 
me to help him with the Commis- 
sioners in securing a big contract. Not 
a hint was dropped then or at any 
subsequent time that I was to get a cent. He 
says he came to me after he got the contract 
and handed me a package of money, which I 
put in the safe. This is false, for I did not 
have the combination to thesafe. He did 
give mea package with instructions to de- 
liver it to a member of the board, and I did 
deliver it. Subsequently he gave me $500, 


and this went into the campaign fund, there 


never having been as much as an intimation 
that it was bribe money because I aided him 
in getting the contract. He gave it to me 
just as hundredsof others have given me 
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THE GORGE. 


paid him. It was a long time before 
he was paid andI kept lending him more 
scrip until he owed me 35,600. Now, he 
never was asked for acent of interest, nor 
did he ever agree to vay me a dollar above 
his just indebtedness. hat 1 loaned him 
at first was out of sympathy for one who 1 
supposed was a poor, hardworking little 
‘Dutchman’ whom everybody was trying to 
down. After he once got into mel helped 
him further to protect myself, ana when he 
finally got his scrip I helped him dispose of 
it. This transaction was made a great handie 
of in court and did more than anything else 
to bring about my conviction. 

My transactions at Dreyer’s bank were 
also damaging to me, and yet! can explain 
everything, I think, to the complete satis- 
faction of any interested party, and would 
have done so to the jury h not my at- 
torneys prevented. Inthe first place I was 
different from any other depositor there. 
Mr. Dreyer and myself were brought up to- 
gether; he beiieved in my honesty ana was 
willing at all times to aid me. He loaned 
me money whenever I wanted it, permitted 
me to overdraw my sccounts, and often put 
me in the way of making profitable invest- 
ments. At the time he placed the stock of the 
Gettysburg Panorama he sold me a number 
of shares, although I did not have the money 
to pay for them atthe time, and these shares 
in a short time more than doubled in value. 
I could cite numerous other instances where 
he has befriended me in a financial way, and 
for no other reason than that we have been 
lifelong friends.. As regards the large 
amounts of money credited to me at tue 


money and for which I can honestly account. 


MIDDLETON, THE CARPET MAN. 
„Then there was Middleton, the carpet 
man. The first I ever heard of Middleton 
was when he called on me, and, not findin 
me in, left his card, with a request that I cai 
him up by telephone. I did not telephone 
him, butabout a week later he came into the 
board rooms, was introduced to me, said he 
had a big carpet cleaning establish:

know if he could not get the job of 
cleaning the carpets and curtains at the hos- 
ital. ireplied that all such work was done 
hospital employés, and he then esked me 
to heip him get the contract for cleaning the 
Court-House carpets, saying that he would 
do the work cheaper than any one else.

THE ESCAPE FROM MATSON, 


He Says the Sheriff Was Entirely Innocent 
in the Matter. 

When he had finished his statement Iasked 
him to give me the true version of his escape 
from Sheriff Matson, and he did after I had 
promised never to reveal certain points that 
invoived the name of one man. 

In the first place,“ he said, as I told you 
at Sarnia, Sheriff Matson was entirely inno- 
cent of wrongdoing. I had many opportuni-

When I decided to get away I remembered 
that I had a letter at the house that had been 
in my possession a long time authorizing the 
Captain of the schooner Blake to give the 
bearer free passage on the vessel whenever 
the letter was presented. The letter was 
signed by Dr. St. Jonn. I got the letter 
found out from Dr. St. John when the vessel 
would be here, and told him a friend of mine 
would like to make a trip. He never 
knew it was I who was to go, although 
he may have suspected. When all was re y 
I went to my house with Sneriff Matson, an 
in less than two minutes from the time I 
stepped into the other room I was out of the 
house, and after going to the barn for my 
valise I ran to the street and was driven 
in a buggy to Rush street bridge. Ina few 
minutes | met Capt. Irwin and we made our 
way tothe schooner. I gave him the letter, 
told him my name was illiam, and it was 
several days later before he really knew who 
his passenger was. Thatis all there is about 
my getting away. There was nothing sensa- 
tional about it, for it was easily executed and 
planned entirely by myselt.“ C. E. C. 


TO SHUT OUT CHICAGO DRESSED BEEF, 


A Bill Regulating Slaughtering Introduced 
in the Missouri Legislature. 

Sr. Lovurs, Mo., Jan. 30.—[Special.}—The 
butchers and ranchmen are trying to knock 
out the Chicago dressed beef companies in 
the Missouri Legislature. Mr. Flanagan. of 
Jasper County has introduced a bill that is 
now pending before the Committee on Be- 
nevolent and Scientific Institutions which is 
calculated to help out the butchers. A ma- 
jority ot the committee seem to favor the 
bul which was introduced in the Kansas 
Legislature a few days ago, and will prob- 
ably model their substitute on the same 
line. The bill in course of preparation by 
the committee will provide that diseased 
meat, fish, poultry, or game shall not be sold 
or offered forsale in the Sta nor shall 
there be offered for sale the flesh of a calf 
or any other animal under four weeks old. 
The provisions which strike at the pack- 
ing-bouses read as tollows: 5 

All slaughtering of animals the uncured meat 
of which is to be sold for food in. cities in this 
State containing a population of 2.000 or more 
shall be done in said cities or within two miles 
of the limits of said cities, at such place or 
places as shall be approved by the Mayor. 

No person shall sell or offer for sale in any city 
in this State any fresh or uncured meat that has 
not first been inspected on foot within forty- 
eight hours of the slaughtering by a competent 
inspecter and duiy approved, branded, and 
stamped by him; provided, nothing in this act 
shall be construed to prevent the selling or the 
offering for sale of any meats slaughtered by 
farmers on their own premises.

various auxiliary associations; provided, that in 
case of arbitration in which the members of any 
particular auxiliary association may be inter- 
ested only, the members of that associa- 
tion, dy unanimous agreement, may sub- 
stitute a special ‘board, of which the Chair- 
the Executive Board shall be 
the Chairman. The members of the Executive 
Board shall, on the organization of the associa- 
tion, be elected by unanimous vote, but they, 
or either of them. may be removed by a 
two-thirds vote of the members.

The signs all point to Senator Allison’s dec- 


lination of the Treasury portfolio. The only 
thing authoritative on the subject is the 
statement made by the Senator to Tue Tris- 
UNE correspondent that reports which cred- 
ited him either with accepting or declining 
were incorrect. He has as yet done neither. 
Good guessers, however, interpret the delay 
to meana declination. There is reason to 
believe that Senator Allison’s decision will 
be given soon—possibly within twenty-four 
hours. Once given it will be final. Most of 
his friends who talked with the Senator to- 
day were of the opinion that he would surely 
decline. But they hesitated to assert this 
positively, because at the last moment some 
extraordinary contingency might cause a 
change in his plans. From sources close to 
Senator Allison itis understood that the sit- 


uation is this: 


HOW ALLISON LOOKS AT IT. 

He went to Indiananpolis with his mind 
fully made up that he would not become Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. Personal considera- 
tions alone did not cause himto take this 
stand. He fully believed that he could be of 
more use to Gen. Harrison’s Administration 
and to the Republican party by keeping his 


| place in the Senate than by taking charge of 


the Treasury Department. His colleagues in 
the Senate knew how he felt on the subject, 
and most of them agreed with him. 

While in Indianapolis as the guest of the 
President-elect the situation was discussed 
in all its bearings and with the greatest 
frankness on both sides. Senator Allison 
came away with his determination un- 
changed, but with the understanding that he 
should take a few more days before giving 
his final answer. The reasons for his ac- 
cepting a Cabinet place are appreciated 
by his friends. They agree that his 
selection for the Treasury would 
relieve Gen. Harrison from much embarrass- 
ment, that it would satisfy the Republicans 
from Maine to California, and that it would 
help solve che New York muddle. But they 
say the Senator himselt does not look upon 
these reasons as vital. He still believes that 
the Republican party has enough material in 
it for a good Cabinet to be made up without 
taking public men who are more useful to 
the party and to the country in other 
spheres. 

CLARKSON MAY GO IN. 

It is also known that the Senator is quite 
anxious to have J. S. Clarkson made a mem- 
ber of the Cabinet. The report sent out 
from indianapolis that Gen. Harrison had 
said to the Senator that if he did not take 
the Treasury Department Iowa would have 
no representative in the Cabinet is not be- 
lieved here. The friends of Senator Allison 
say that his failure to go in does not, of 
course, insure recognition for Mr. Clarkson, 
yet they think the latter’s prospects will be 
good. 

With one or two notable exceptions the 
Congressmen with whom Senator Allison has 
conferred today have taken his view and in- 
dorsed his inclination to decline. But the 
pressure outside of Washington is all me 
other way. The premature announcement 
that Senator Allison had accepted met with 
prompt avproval everywhere. The bare sug- 
gestion that he might decline has brought re- 
newed pressure on him to accept. In justice 
both to Gen. Harrison and to himself Senator 
Allison will not allow the question to remain 
unsettied much longer. If he changes bis 
mind and accepts itis the opinion that tne 
tramework of the Cabinet wil! be filled out 
by the end of the week. If he declines a 
iittle longer time will be required. 

M’KINLEY AGAIN BROUGHT FORWARD. 

In the talk today about Allison’s probable 
declination Maj. McKinley has again been 
brought to the front as the coming man. The 
Obio member has not encouraged the talk. 
This evening he reiterated what he had pre- 
viously said, that he didn’t want to be Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, while he did want to 
be Speaker, and he thought his chances for 
the iatter position were growing better. This 
is true. McKinley at present is leading in 
the Speakership fight.

“DICK” CROWLEY FOR THE CABINET. 

It is thought by Representative Farquhar 
and other Congressmen from New York that 
ex-Congressman Richard Crowley is a pos- 
sible candidate for the Attorney Generalship 
in Gen. Harrison’s Cabinet. Mr. Crowley, 
they say, has recently been sent for by the 
President-elect, and it is believed that he may 
be chosen yet as a compromise between 
Miller and Platt. At the last election 
Crowley was the cause of a split in 
the Republican party in Western New York. 
He secured the Congressional nomination, and 
although the district in which he ran is gen- 
erally a Republican stronghold, Jonn Wiley, 
the Democratic nominee, was elected by 
about 1,000 majority. Harrison, however, 
carried the county by about half that majori- 
ty. Dick Crowley, as he is familiarly known 
about here, is an extravagant character. He 
has got himself enormously in debt. This is 
about the. only charge his worst enemies 
have to make against him. He is one of the 
most brilliant attorneys in New York State, 
and was at one time connected with the law 
firmin New York City of which the late 
President Arthur was a member.

INVESTIGATING NORTHWESTERN ROADS. 


The Inter-State Commerce Commission in 
Session in St. Paul. 

Sr. Pavt, Mimn., Jan. 30.—[Special.]—The 
Inter-State Commission was in session with 
the State Railroad Commissioners at the 
Ryan today. The commission came to in- 
quire into tlie charges made in a formal com- 
plaint of the State Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners that the lines of railroad between 
St. Paul and Chicago were violating the 
Inter-State Commerce act. The charges 
made by the commission were that these 
roads were violating the Inter-State 
Commerce act by granting special rates, 
rebates, commissions, and ocher devices; 
that they were granting special privileges to 
persons, corporations, and firms; that they 
— 2 — to print and expose in public places 
full schedules of passenger and freight rates. 
These evils the State ilroad Commission 
could not — and accordingly invoked 
the aid of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission. 

In executive session the matters contained 
in the formal complaint of the State Rail- 
road Commissioners were talked over. 
and the State Commissioners gave 
all the specific information that 
they could regarding those charges. It 
is not known whether the charges are spe- 
cific enough in their nature to call for a thor- 
ough examination of the booksof the railway 
companies. No officials of the railway com- 
panies were calied. Commissioner Morrison 
In case we should have an investi- 
gation and find the alleged discriminations 
in rates to exist we would issue an order to 
stop the violations of the Inter-State Com- 
merce act. We have heard the facts which 
the State Commission has presented to us, 
and may have a formal investigation if we 
have enough specific charges presented and 
evidence adduced in their support.“

, John Hoffmann Is Dead. 
Ex-Sheriff Jonn Hoffmann died at his resi- 
dence, No. 55 Nortn Lincoln street, yester- 


day. 

[John Hoffmann was the son of a farmer in 
Hesse- Darmstadt, where he was born in 1835, and 
after remaining on the farm a number of vears 
was apprenticed to a blacksmith. In 1852 he 
landed in Chicago with $10 in his pocket. He 
worked in the blacksmith shop of the wagon 
factory of Peter Schuttler and in the horse- 
shoeing shop of Peter Mancy on Dearborn 
street until, moving to Blue Island, he opened a 
blacksmith shop in partnership with an old 
schoolmate, Henry Boering. After a short time 
he was made foreman of Welch & Marden’s car- 
riage factory, but when a wagon factory was 
started in Blue Island he was called back to be 
foreman there. Four years later he once more 
began blacksmithing, with William Black for a 
partner, and remained in that trade &p to the 
time of the war. When President Lin 
coln’s first call for volunteers appeared 
Hoffmann had been married a year 
to the daughter of William Eisher, a shoemaker 
at Blue Island. and had just been presented with 
an heir. Nevertheless he was one of the first to 
volunteer and went out as a private in Company 
B, First Illinois Cavalry, which was the first 
company toleave Chicago. April 18, 1861, the 
company left Chicago and shortly afterwards 
was inthe fight with Rosecrans in West Vir- 
ginia. Hoffmann fought in the ranks for two 
years and was repeatedly mentioned for faithful 
service. In the winter of 1862 and 1863 his child 
died. Being ingChicagoon leave of absence he 
was authorized By Gov. Yates to recruit a com- 
pany for the Sixteenth Illinois Cavairy. He went 
out with it as First Lieutenant, The regiment 
went to Tennessee and served under Grant and 
afterwards Gen. Stoneman. During the memor- 
able campaign in Georgia he commanded his 
company with the rank of Captain. At Nashville 
Rebel Gen. Hood hemmed in his company, 
together with the rest of aj. Bluford 
Wiison’s forces. After a hot fight the 
Rebels were beaten back to the Tennessee River. 
The last battle that Hoffmann was in was the 
battle of Franklin, where, being surrounded, he 
suvea his troops by forcing them through the 
Rebels. He was — out with the rank of 
Major in September, 1865. 

Hoturning to Chicago Hoffmann started in the 
feed and commission bustness on West Randoiph 
street, then opened a livery stable on Clinton 
streét, and five years later started the big livery 
stable at Nos. 156-158 West-Washington street. 
In 1875 Hoffmann was elected West Town Col- 
lector by a majority of 2,500 over Fred Maas, the 
Democratic candidate. Two years later he was 
reélected by a majority of 5.000 He became 
Sheriff of Cook County in 1878.}

W. F. Coulter. | 
New York, Jan. 30.—[fpecial. J—Mr. W. 


F. Coulter, long connected in a responsible 


with the publication office of the 
World, died at his residence on Reid avenue, 
Brooklyn, at 40’clock this morning. He had 
been ill for several wecks, and finally suc- 
cumbed to a severe attack gf 
Mr. Coulter leaves a widow and three daugn- 
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lines. The running of cars was everywhere 
interfered with. Police charged upon the 
crowds, which always gave way, and a few 
bieeding heads,a few arrests, and a few 
cars run without profit were the net results 
of the day’s fignt.

At a late hour this evening Superintend- 
ent Thompson of the Broadway line sent 
word to the Superintendent of the Grand 
Street line that he had engaged 700 men in 
Philadelphia to take the place of the striking 
conductors, drivers, and stablemen, and that 
they would arrive tomorrow. \He offered 
some of them to the Superintendent of the 
Grand Street line, as ne would be unable to 
give employment to all of them himself. 

The Third avenue line employés have not 


joined the strike. They are all non-union 


men. Today the strikers concluded that the 
regular running of these cars was a draw- 
back to them, and early this morning fifty ot 
the strikers from the Broadway iine marched 
to Fiftieth street, where the Third avenue 
tracks cross, to stop the cars. This was an 
injury to their own cause, but they did not 
stop to think about that. Several riots oc- 
curred during the day, and the police were 
more than once cailed upon to charge upon 
the mob. But, in spite of them, several cars 
were overturned and one conductOr was 
knocked down with a stone. The cars on 
une Third avenue line ran with comparative 
regularity in spite of these interruptions. 

Under cover of darkness tonight the riot- 
ous element among the strikers made a des- 
5 attack upon the Third avenue lines. 

hortly before 10 o' clock a crowd of rioters 
on the avenue, near Forty-sixth street, 
dragged a furniture truck across the car 
tracks. An approaching car, as soon as it 
was brought to a halt by the obstruction, 
was furiously attacked by the mob with 
sticks, stones, and other missiles. There 
were about a dozen passengers in the car, 
three of them women. Everybogy ran for 
the door amid the flying missiles; and almost 
every passenger was more or less injured 
by blows from sticks or stones. One of the 
passengers was so badly hurt that it was 
said his subsequent removal to Bellevue 
Hospital was necessary. His name could not 
be learned in the confusion and excitement. 
Pohceman Malone of the East Fifty-first 
Street Station, who happened to be near at 
hand, assisted Policeman Jordan, who was 
on the car, and the two tried to drive back 
the rioters by freely using their clubs. They 
drew their revolvers and managed to bold 
the crowd in check fora few moments, hop- 
ing to keep them at bay until the reserves of 
Ca Watts’ command arrived. But the 
mob reassembled and made a second attack 
upon the car. This time they succeéded in 
overturning it with a crash, and were com- 
pleting its demolition when Cabot. Watts and 
the reserves arrived and the rioters fied.

The 
Louisiana Judge holds— 


That ali monopolies, whether authorized by 
statutes passed prior to the adoption of the 
Constitution, as well as all combinations of in- 
dividuals or corporations to prevent competi- 
tion in trade or commerce, are prohibited and 
denou need by the Constitution, That the State 
can suppress all monopolies existing within her 
borders in violation of her Constitution by civil 
as well as criminal proceedings, especia y by 
injunction, since no penal statute has been 
passed upon this subject. 


This is plain language, find, if good law, ap- 
plies to the Chicago Gas Trust as closely as 
to the Louisiana Oil Trust. Each is prevent- 
ing competition. Séme of the Gas Trust 
people have been saying that if their chart- 
er were taken from them they would stil 
continue doing as a combination of private 


} citizens what they are now doing as a cor- 


poration. But it the Louisiana Judge is in 
the right they cannot. Combinations of in- 
dividuals, according to him, are as obnoxious 
to the law as combinations of corporations. 


Joszrn A. Moors, the Indianapolis agent 
of the Connecticut Mutual, was discovered 
the other day to have been stealing on a 
grand scale, his frauds having extended over 
years. Soon after his rascality was made 
known he was attacked by the “pangs of 
conscience,” and they preyed on him so that 
he was compelled to keep the house, and 


Would see no one. His conscience had lain

PASS THE ANNEXATION BILL AT ONCE. 

Those suburban residents who are urging 
the passage of the Knight-Bliss Annexation 
bill with the emergency clause are in the 
right. The logic of circumstances is on their 
side. They merely ask the Legislature to 
remove a technical obstacle which a quibbling 
court has interposed in the way of the ex- 
pression of the people’s will. They do not 
ask the Legisiature to decree the annexation 
of any portion of suburban territory to Chi- 
cago or to any other city. They merely ask 
that the law-making power give them an op- 
portunity to choose that form of municipal 
government which is most in accordance 
with their tastes and desires, and which is 
in their judgment best suited to advance 
their interests. The people of the principal 
suburbs have already expressed themselves 
by emphatic majorities in favor of annexa- 
tion. The Supreme Court has set aside the 
decision of the people on this question on the 
ground that the Legislature did not provide 
a proper way in accordance with which to 
express the popular decision. It is the duty 
of the Legislature under the circumstances 
to remedy past defects or neglects and to 
provide a proper way as promptly as possible. 

‘There can be no objection to passing the 
bill with the emergency clause. There are 
numerous arguments in favor of such a 
course. The question of annexation ought 
40 be submitted to the people of the Chicago 
suburban towns next April at the same time 
that Chicago selects its executive and other 
municipal officers. The submission of the 
question will not entail a doliar of expense 


on the taxpayers. The question of annexa- , 
tion is a purely municipal one. It will ve 


best and most intellfgentiy considered in 
connection with other municipal issues. In 
some of the suburban districts the question 
of city organizataon will be submitted at the 
April election. The alternative proposition 
of annexation ought to be considered at the 
same time. In the two leading suburbs, 
Lake and Hyde Park, it is proposed to pre- 
sent the subject of city organization to the 
voters at a special election early in March. 
The probability is that the project will be 
voted down, because the taxpayers will not 
‘lend themselves to the creation of a horde 
of cormorant officeholders. But at the same 
time the people of the suburbs are evidentiy 


not satisfied with their present form of 


government. Failing to adopt city organiza- 
tion, they ought to have the opportunity 
to vote on annexation. In the case of 
Lake View, also, it should have another op- 
portunity as soon as possible to escape from 
its present worthless and expensive munici- 
pal government by annexation. Some of its 
foremost citizens are being taken away by an 


epidemic the result ot improper sewerage and 


polluted water supply. The first step in the 
way of remedy must be through annexauon. 
Lake View cannot have a proper supply of 


pure and wholesome water and a well regulat- 


ed sewerage system until the City of Chicago 
lends a hand. It the present state of affairs 


is maintained in the northern suburb its 


real estate will depreciate until it becomes 
almost valueless. Annexation is the surest 
preventive against such depreciation as af- 
tected Riverside during the ague epidemic 
there some years ago. 

The members of the General Assembly 
from Cook County, and particularly those 
from the suburban districts, ought, under all 


‘What it may be utilized next April it ought to 
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Crawford, who have charge of the measure, 
should have committee action taken on it at 
once. The representations of the suburban 
residents on this question ought to be at- 
tended to by their representatives in the 
General Assembly. There is no time to 
waste in delay. 


WHERE IS THE FOOL-KILLER! 

There is a. paper in this city which, being 
watery Dy name ana by nature, is never hap- 
pier than when squatting in a mud-puddle 
and croaking about the loveliness of canal 
navigation. A ditch is its delight and a tow- 
path mule its ideal of human progress. This 
is the print which has been baboling in a 
wishy-washy way about a 600,000 feet channel 
from here to Joliet, buoying up those of the 
valley people weak-minded enough to believe 
it with false hopes. and inducing them to 
fight the wise sewage plans of sensible Chi- 
cagoans. Now it croaks out that it is the de- 
sire of Tue Tripung to “see Calumet Lake 
„ thronged with vessels and the Chicago 
“pier again as desolate as it was in 1520.” 
Without pleading guilty to this dreadful ac- 
cusation it may be remarked that, be- 
tween shifting the commerce of this city 
to Calumet Lake or to Joliet, as this ,watery 
paper proposes, we say Calumet Lake every 
time, for that section is tributary to Chicago 
and banks in Chicago and practically is 
part of Chicago, and was a part thereof till 
the Supreme Court threw it out on a techni- 
cality. But Joliet is not a part of Chicago 
and never intends to be. But the treacherous 
concern which advocates the commercial in- 
terests of Joliet at the expense of Chicago 
bolsters up its plea for a steamship canal to 
Joliet with the example of Manchester, 
which, it says, “is spending hundreds of 
millions to build a canal to link it with Liv- 
er pool,“ when the fact is Manchester is 
trying to cut a ditch” which shall unite her 
with tidewater on the Mersey, and in doing 
it proposes to pass by or around Liverpool, 
so that cotton ships and ocean steamers may 
come to her wharves direct without break- 
ing bulk at Liverpool. 

It is exactly as if Joliet, having grown 
large and prosperous, were to cut a channel 
to connect her with the lake, following the 
line of the Sag and the Calumet. Manches- 
ter, however, while seeking to deal a blow to 
the commercial supremacy of Liverpool, does 
not ask that that city shall bear the expense 
of the work. She stands the expense her- 
self. if a paper printed in Liverpool were 
to insist that that city should bear all the ex- 
pense of cutting a ship channel from the 
Mersey to Manchester which was to lessen 
its trade, that great public benefactor known 
as the fool-killer would get after the editor 
and shorten his existence. Here in Chicago 


we have a brainless sheet which wants our 


taxpayers to defray the cost of building a 
fifty million 600,000 cubic feet per minute canal 
through this city which shall transfer our 
trade to Joliet and shall not cost that place a 
cent todo it! Unhappily, in this land of 
freedom we have no fool-killer, and that 
sheet is allowed to continue its malicious at- 
tacks on the prosperity of the city which it 
so grossly misrepresents. 


PROPOSED PROHIBITION AMENDMENT. 

Tue members of che IIlinois Legislature of 
both parties seem to be perplexed just now 
over petitions from voters who want a probi- 
bition amendment to the State Constitution 
submitted to the people atthe next general 
election, and meanwhile are doing nothing 
to advance temperance legislation. It isa 
little remarkable, however, that they do not 
realize that the most practical and sensible 
step which they can take is to act on the Lo- 
cal Option bill, which enables counties, town- 
ships, and wards to vote on the prohibition 
question at a spring or special election, when 
the proper petition 1s presented to the court, 
and that this would enable their successors 
to ascertain exactly whether public senti- 
mentis strong enough to warrant the sub- 
mission of a constitutional amendment. By 
voting on localoption ata special or town 
election the question is kept out of party pol- 
itics and on its merits. In the South the 
prohibition issue is always fought out at spe- 
cial elections andis never permitted to be 
mixed up with State and National politics. 

To submit an amendment at the general 
election in 1890 would postpone—would defeat 
—the more important local option measure, 
whereas the passage of the option bill would 
not require anv amending of the Constitu- 
tion, would not involve any party confusion 
or trouble, and would go into effect immedi- 
ately upon the proclamation of the result 
of the election. Then the extent of 
prohibition sentiment in the State could 
be definitely ascertained, and also what sec- 
tions of the State are opposed to it. It is 
the only way in which temperance can ever 
be enforced; for whenever the people of any 
county, township, or ward vote for prohibi- 
tion it is to be assumed theres public senti- 
ment strong enough to enforce it—to enforce 
it to some extent at least. And it would be 
majority, not minority, rule. 

The proposed local county option bill 
should combine with the alternative of a 
$1,000 tax. Where tne people prefer a high 
tax to prohibition they should have the right 
to so determine. Those counties ang munici- 
palities which do not want prohibition could 
vote for the bigh tax on saloons, and 
vice versa. If in any given commu- 
nity the majority should vote for the 
tax,. that would be the law until the 
question should come up again on petition 
within a period of, say, two or three years. 
Many counties, which do not want prohibi- 
tion at present, because public opinion is not 
ripe enough for it, would vote for the $1,000 
tax as the most practical method of regula- 
ting and reducing the traffic which public 
sentiment will indorse, or enforce, and 
would like the opportunity to try it. In this 
manner all that public opinion demands in 
the way of prohibition would be secured. 

Suppose it were a question of State prohi- 
bition end it carried. It would confer no 
more power upon the Legislature over the 
temperance question than it now possesses, 
as it can pass a prohibition law for the State 
to go into immediate effect by attaching an 
emergency clause just as easily as if tne 
Constitution were amended and a prohibition 
clause engrafted upon it. The chief differ- 
ence would be that the power of the Legis- 


lature would be crippled by a fixed, castiron 


provision. Andif popular sentiment should 
swing back from State prohibition the Legis- 
lature could not act in accordance therewith, 
and would be forbidden to enact regulative 
liquor laws. 

The experience of Iowa is to the point. 
The people of that State voted for a prohib- 
tory amendment, but upon an informality in 
the submission act the Supreme Court ae- 
clared the vote void, as it had not been cast 
in conformity with the Iowa Constitution. 
Tur TRIBUNE at that time pointed out that 
the amendment was not necessary, as the 
Legislature had the authority to pass a pro- 
hibitory law, and it bas passed a prohibitory 
law and a strong one. 

Suppose the people of Illinois should vote 
on the amendment and carry it, ana after- 
wards the people should change their minds 
after trying it. It would theu be extremely 
difficult for them to undo their hasty work. 
— they would have abolished the 

r tax and wherever the bronibitory law 
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| pe lost. The municipality of Chicago, for 


instance, would lose two millions of revenue, 
which would have to be relevied upon the 
property-holders, and would have an increase 
of 1,500 to 2,000 saloons. Instead of less than 
4,000 taxed saloons there would be over 6,000 
untaxed saloons. If State prohibition were 
voted for, the fifty tosixty thousand anti- 
Prohibition majority, made up of drinkers 
and venders, would fill any office in the 
County of Cook and City of Chicago, in- 
cluding the judiciary, with auti-Prohibition- 
ists, and the law would remain a dead letter, 
while the untaxed liquor traffic would thrive 
as never before. Majority rule prevails as 
long as democratic instituluons exist. 

There is not a large city in the Union, 
North or South, where prohibiuon has ever 


“been enforced. Its only success has been 


achieved in rural districts and small places 
where the American Puritan element pre- 
dominates. 

In those sections of the State where the 
public sentiment is strong enough to enforce 
prohibition they do not need a constitu- 
tional amendment. The county option law 
would protect them, but why should these 
sections ask to dictate prohibition to anti- 
prohibition sections? No answer to this 
question is satisfactory to the anti-counties 
sought to be trampled on, orto the question 
why the rural districts should try to abolish 
the high tax in Chicago, strip her govern- 
ment of two millions of revenue, add 2,000 
more saloons to her present number, and 
leave her at the mercy of the whisky traffic 
without any compensation. 
members of the Legislature who want a pro- 
hibition amenament it may be assumed 
that they have a prohibition constituency be- 
hind them. Those who do not want to have 
a high tax constituency behind them. But it 
is not fair, it is not good politics, nor is it 
good temperance policy that the party of the 
first part should insist upon forcing its coer- 
cive teetotalism upon the communities op- 
posec. to it. It is neither fair nor just that 
the rural communities should add 2,000 sa- 
loons to Chicago, impose two millions of ad- 
ditional taxation upon her property-holders, 
and make the whisky traffic free. 

The Local Option law will reflect the popu- 
lar sentiment of the State. It will impose 
prohibition wherever it is wanted and partial 
prohibition where it is not. Common sense 
and not sentimental nonsense should govern 
the action of legislators in this matter. 


SHALL THE TARIFF BILLS BE DEADLOCKED 
The course of the Democrats of the House 
in referring the Senate Tariff bill to the Mills 


Ways and Means Committee and the actiof? 


of the latter in calling on the Treasury ex- 
perts to estimate the effect of the measure 
on the revenues suggest that the Democrats 
intend to avoid a committee of conference 
and prevent the adoption of any legislation 
to reduce the surplus and revise the tariff. 
Mills and his associates claim the Senate bill 
has been so changed by the advance in the 
wool, woolens, carpet, and tin plate sched- 
ules, as well as on many selected articies, 
that it actually would increase the revenue 
and add to the surplus instead of diminish- 
ing it. They claim now to be seeking expert 
testimony to prove these assertions, but the 
only result of such a contention will be to 
block and hinder any and all tariff legisla- 
tion until after March 4. The Senate is not 
insisting absolutely on its bill, but has in- 
vited the House to send the two measures to 
a committee of conference and see whether a 
compromise méasure cannot be agreed upon. 
The Senate bill was not adopted in the belief 
that the House would agree to it as it stands, 
but with a view to action in a committee of 
conference, and hence it was made broad 
enough to give sufficient margin for compro- 
mises. If the House insists on treating the 
Senate bill as an ‘@ntirety and will listen to 
no propositions for compromise, then no re- 
duction of surplus revenue can be made until 
the next Congress meets. 

Do the Democrats in the House intend to 
demand the Mills billor nothing? Do they 
now desire to adopt the dog-in-the-manger 
policy which was criticised so severely when 
the Republicans of the House followed it 
early in the last session? There are many 
features common to both the House and 
Senate bills which would materially lighten 
taxes and reduce the surplus revenue. It is 
claimed the tariff reductions to which both 
the Senate and the House have assented 
would decrease the annual surplus revenues 
to the extent of $30,000,000. For instance, 
both the Senate and House propose about the 
same reduction in the internal revenue tax 
on tobacco, and there is a like agreement 
between the two bodies as to the lowering 
of many tariff taxes. Why should not the 
Senate and House take the changes as 
to which they are agreed, put them in 
a compromise bill, and thus achieve before 


| adjournment some practical results in redu- 
cing the surplus and preventing a conutrac- 


tion of the currency through the accumula- 
tion and hoarding of surplus revenues in the 
Treasury? Why not take a practical view of 
the matter and secure such tariff reductions 
as are within reach rather than obstinately in- 
siston a bill which cannot possibly be adopted, 
and thus cut off all relieff The Senate has 
invited the House to come into conference, 
and Milis cannot decline wfthout adopting 
the dog-in-the-manger policy which he con- 
demned so loudly less than a year ago. [If 
the Democrats of the House are sincere in 
their declared opinions as to the necessity of 
tariff reduction they will now take half a 
loaf rather than no bread. 


STICKNEY’S RAILROAD PREDICTION FUL- 
FILLED. 


Shortly after the “agreement between 


gentlemen ” was made by the railroad Pres- 


idents in New York afew weeks ago Presi- 
dent Stickney of the Chicago, St. Paul & 
Kansas City Railroad made a remarkable 
statement or criticism somewhat in the nat- 
ure of a prediction. Mr. Stickney, oneof the 
most sagacious of Western railroad mana- 
gers, evidently thought the famous agree- 
ment only a rope of sand, and the develop- 
ments of the last week in Chicago show how 
correctly he diagnosed the trouble with the 
railroads and sized up” the cure-all pro- 
posed. It is quite clear now that if the 
“ gentiemen” proceed on the line of their 
present plans they will not be able to make 
any agreement that will t over sixty 
days, if indeed it holds for the half of that 
time. The trouble with the “gentiemen” is 
just this: If they make an agreement strong 
enough to hold and suppress competition 
they will run against the Inter-State act, 
while if the agreement is not strong enough 
to destroy competition it will do them no 
good. 

In criticising the preliminary “ agreement 


between gentlemen and predicting its fail- 


ure Mr. Stickney made one statement that 
was particularly striking. He said if any 
plan or agreement between railroads was 
to be carried out the arbiters must be 
“disinterested men of education, of high 
standing, of a judicial cast of mind, and a 
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old tricks and schemes and devices which 
have been practiced so long are no longer to 
be continued.” This aéeords with Judge 
Cooley’s indignant complaint that in the 


recent strife over the New Yorx-St. Louis 


passenger business not one of the carriers 
paused to ask whether what it was doing 
was in conformity with law.” Men trained 
and skilled in the old methods of rate-cutting 
and discrimination seem unable to compre- 
hend that “the old tricks and schemes and 
devices which have been practiced so long 
are no longer to be continued.” Even the 


| “ gentlemen ” in conference in Chicago seem 


to regard the Inter-State act as a glittering 
generality, or at best a sort of dead-letter 
statute which does not materially change the 
situation. Back of the warmly expressed de- 
sires for harmony and combination may be 
seen an indisposition to give up any old 
trick, scheme, or device” by which one road 
could win iraffic at the expense of a compet- 
ing line. Few managers would consent to a 
disarmament, but ali desire to retain the old 
weapons fur use in case an emergency 
should arise. 

Judge Cooley and President Stickney are 
quite in harmony. While one insists that 
the work of readjustment must be 
performed by disinterested men un- 
skilled in the old tricks the other 
has admonished railroad stockholders to see 
that their officials and managers show more 
respect for the law, thereby suggesting that 
in some instances a change of officers would 
be advisable. Matters point in that direction. 
If railroad managers areso inveterately 
prejudiced in favor of the “old tricks, 
schemes, and devices“ that they cannot now 
protect the properties intrusted to them or 
obey the law of the land they must make 
way for new men. If they cannot solve the 
problems now presented other men will be 
asked todo so. Railroad business must now 
be conducted under new conditions, and the 
sooner railroad officials appreciate that fact 
or make way for men whocan the better for 
the railroads and the public. 


Mr. WiLL1aM O’Brien, the Parnellite mem- 
ber of Parliament and editor who last week 
walked out of an Irish court-room, where he 
was being tried on a charge of conspiracy 
against landlords, amid the protests of the 
Judges and the plaudits of the populace, was 
arrested in the second city of Great Britain 
Tuesday evening after he had addressed 
there an audience of 40,000 or 50,000, mostly 
English, and which was presided over by an 
English member of Parliament. He was es- 
corted to prison by a great multitude of Brit- 
ish workingmen, who cheered him with their 
lusty shouts on the way. He dined yesterday 
morning with the Mayor of Manchester, in 
whose technical custody he was placed by 
the English police officers, and on his way to 
the boat which conveyed him to Ireland, 
where he will be put in prison dress and 
accommodated with a plank bed, he was 
greeted by enthusiastic gatherings of Lrb- 
eral Englishmen. All the incidents con- 
nected with Mr. O’Brien’s trial, his escape 
from custody, his subsequent arrest, ana the 
entbusiastic reception which he received 
at the hands of the English people 
of Manchester, are well calculated to 
give the Tory Ministers pause in their 
policy of coercion. It is rather un- 
English to arrest and thrust into jail and into 
prison garb men who like Mr. O’Brien are 
recoguized as popular leaders alike by the 
English and the Irish people. It is contrary 
to the British idea of liberty and justice to 
submit personscharged with political offenses 


to harsh treatment and indignity. The Tories | 


have made a pretense heretofore that men 
accused of charges similar to those brought 
against Mr. O’Brien are criminals. The 
working people and the leading public men, 
including the Mayor of Manchester, the sec- 
ond city of Great Britain, have indicated 
plainly their belief that Mr. O’Brien is not a 
criminal. The Tories cannot afford to ignore 
the manifestation of popular opinion. It 
may be added that public expressions Uke 
that of Tuesday do more to establish peace 
and harmony among Englishmen and Irish- 
men than years of legislation. 


REPRESENTATIVE BucuaNaN of Cook has 
introduced in the Legislature a bill amending 
the law as to the method of inflicting the 
death penalty. The principal change pro- 
posed is to have all executions take place 
hereafter in one or the other of the State 
penitentaaries, as the Judge passing sentence 
may direct. This is the Ohio system, and it 
seems to have many strong points in its fa- 
vor. At the penitentiaries all needed facili- 
ties can be provided and the bungling and 
barbarous executions that often follow when 
the task is put in the hands of an inexpe- 
rienced Sheriff may be avoided. Another 
important matter is tne secrecy that attends 
executions in the penitentiary. There are 
no crowds to listen to speeches on the scal- 
fold and no opportunities for a display of 
braggadocio heroism in the face of death. 
So, too, while the condemned murderer is 
under sentence he is beyond the reach of 
maudlin women with their tears and bouquets 
and he meets few sentimental preachers who 
assure him that he is on the straight path to 
everlasting glory. The isolation which at- 
tends condemned murderers confined in the 
penitentiary and the secret manner of their 
final taking off are galculated to strike terror 
to criminals. For many reasons much can 
be said in favor of the Ohio system of exe- 
cuting murderers within the walls of the 
penitentiaries, 
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Tuost Hyde-Parkers who favor annexa- 
tion to Chicago do not intend to stand idly by 
while would-be officeholders push forward 
their schemes for the conversion of the vil- 
lage into a city. They know what the object 
of this new move is, and they intend to nead 
it off at the polls When the time comes.

They wish it so that 
the Hyde Park voter when he goes to the 
polls will have handed to bim a ticket which 
reads: 

For city annexation. 

Against city annexation, 

For city government. 

Against city government, 

Then let him vote which he will, and the

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“THE BISMARCK DYNASTY.” 


An Anonymous Writer Bitterly Scores the 
German Chancellor. 

Lonpon, Jan. 30.—The Contemporary Review 
contains an article entitled Ine Bismarck 
Dyaasty,’’ which bears no signature, but 
which centains internal evidence of having 
emanated from a high authority. It is prob- 
able that the article will create a sensation. 
It opens with a reminder that the Chancellor 
cannot live long. The American miaister, 
Altertin, the article says, five years ago re- 
marked with surprise that Prince Bismarck 
was preparing no one to succeed him. The 
Chancellor, waking suddenly to this 
idea, set about developing Count Herbert 
Bismarck. The article frankly alludes to 
Count Hervert’s youthful brawis, to his later 
intrigues, and to his embroiiment with a 
woman at Bonn, from which he had to slash 
bis way with his sword, receiving an ugly 
cut on his head. The Bismarckian contempt 
tor women, accentuated by this and another 
intrigue after the war, is represented as the 
origin of all that is baneful in the Bismarck- 
lan character. We shall have no more pet- 
ticoats meddling in politics now,“ was, ac- 
cording to rumor, the exclamation of the ex- 
ultant Count Herbert on the death of Em- 
peror Frederick. 

The article affects to dismiss as monstrous 
the insinuation of the — — of Prince 
Bismarck that the Chancellor meditated the 
death of Emperor Frederick when he insisted 
that Frederick should leave San Remo for 
Berlin, but depicts the idea that his ascend- 
ency would be replaced by Empress Fred- 
erick as a nightmare to the Chancellor, who 
further saw by Frederick’s refusal to discuss 
state affairs with Count Herbert that it was 
useless to hope that Herbert would ever be 
Frederick’s Chancellor. Who could there- 
fore be surprised, the writer asks, had 
Prince Bismarck wished the cancer to make 
haste?! 

The articie is hardly less sparing in its 
criticism of the present Emperor. It calls 
him an apt pupil of a cynical master, who 
found no difficulty, moral or sentimental, in 
treating his mother in a fashion after Count 
Herbert’s own heart and in treating the 
Prince of Wales with such discourtesy as to 
prevent any intercourse between them. 

The article goes freeiy into the Geffcken 
and Morier affairs, but reveals nothing new. 

The article is attributed to Sir Moreli Mac- 
kenzie and is supposed to have been inspired

This, President Stewart explained, 
ad been the custom for years, and 
been found necessary owing to the small 
a nt of money in the treasury. This year the 
board found itself with more than _ sufficient 
funds to pay the teachers in full. . 

A motion to that effect was made and unani- 
mously — — In case of changes in the schned- 
ule the differences will be added to or deducted 
from the payments in future months. This will 
be welcome news to the schoolma’ ams. 

In a lengthy report the Committee on Judicia 
reviewed the complications growing out of t 
annexation of a part of Jefferson, and recom- 
mended a basis of settlement which was adopted.

THE CITY MUST PAY $25,000. 


Curtis E. Robinson Obtains a Verdict—The 
Corporation Counsel Pleased. 

Curtis E. Robinson was given a verdict for 
$25,000 against the city for damages to his build- 
ings on Clark street abutting the Twelfth street 
viaduct. Robinson owns the buildings and land 
at Nos. 515, 525, 527, 529, 553, 555, 561, and 563 South 
Clark street. By the construction of the Twelfth 
street viaduct his buildings were placed from 
three to fifteen feet below the grade of 
the viaduct. Robinson sued the city for 875,000 
damages. The plaintiff's experts place his 
damages on buildings and land at $65,000, but the 
jury threw out the damages to the real estate 
and only allowed an amount necessary for rais- 
ing the buildings to the grade of the viaduct. 
Corpora unsel Knight regards this case as 
u great vi in that it establishes a principle 
that no damages should be allowed for real es- 
tate adjacent to viaducts, thus reducing the ex- 
pense of these public improvements by the city 
only paying the cost of raising the buildings to 
the e of the viaduct. The heavy buildings 
in the Robinson case and the large number of 
feet fronting on the viaduct give strength to 
the verdict as a test case. 


GLEANINGS IN LOCAL FIELDS, 


Evils Caused by Impure Water. 

The students and faculty and some friends 
listened to a paper by President Dr. Mitchell at 
the Homeopathic Medical College last evening. 
The subject was “Homeopathy and Its 
Relation to Malignant Diseases.“ The lect- 
ure .was in the main professional, but 
presented points of general interest by 
reference to the prevailing attacks of typhoid- 
fever and diphtheria, both of which the lecturer 
classed as malignant diseases.

Dr. Mitche)l 
quoted a number of allopathic authorities trac- 
ing diphtneria to all sorts of causes, and ada-

The trouble 
attending all previous efforts has been the fail- 
ure to get the ground needed for the abutment 
and easement on the north side of the river, this 
land being owned by the company. Yesterday 
the railway officials talked favorably of a 
double bridge, and agreed to visit the locality 
with the Mayor within a few days sand 
see what ground would be needed by the city. 
It is believed that the ground will be donated by 
the railroad company. in case this is done, ar- 
rangements will be made to erect a double 
bridge and transfer the present single bridge to 
some point on the river where the travel is not 
so extensive. The present structure was built 
about a year ago and at the time great efforts 
were made to have a double bridge put up, but 
the contract had already been let and it was 
impossible for the city to change the structure. 


Bonfield’s Damage Suits. 

The arguments on the motion of Police In- 
spector Bonfield and Capt. Schaack to have their 
civil cases against the Zines and Editors West 
and Dunlop for libel advanced on the calendar 
were again postponed yesterday on account of 
the Gas Trust case, which occupied Judge Bu- 
ker's attention all day. Mr. Weigiey of counsel 
for the defendants filed his counter affidavits in 
support of his objections to the motion to ad- 
vance the cases. The affidavits deny that the 
defendants’ plea is for the purpose of delay. The 
affidavits cha upon information and belief 
that Messrs. nfield and Schaack have ap- 
proached some of their witnesses and requested 
them to 8 silent as to what they know about 
the cases or leave Chicago.

City Attorney Washburne and ex-Senator 
Henry W. Leman, at the instance of a large 
number of Republicans of the city and 
county, have prepared a bill to enable 
Boards of Election Commissioners to take 
charge and control of primary elections and 
to regulate the same.“ The bill is quite rad- 
ical, and is intended to apply only in munici- 
palities where there may be a Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners. This will limit it to 
Chicago, Hyde Park, Lake, Lake View, Cice- 
ro, Jefferson, and East St. Louis. The bill 
provides that ail primary elections for dele- 
gates, party managers, or managing commit- 
tees of any political party shall, on the peti- 
tion of not less than ten registered voters in 


the district affected, be placed under the con- 


trol of the Board of Election Commissioners 
the same asin the case of general elections. 
For that purpose full authority is conferred 
on the doard to act in such elec- 
tions the same as in general elections. 
It is further provided that the primary elec- 
tions shall be conducted, as far as form 1s 
concerned, in the same manner as general 
elections. In petitions presented the board 
the primary aistricts will have to be de- 
scribed, the location of the primary polling 
places designated, the character of the elec- 
tion set forth, and the party to which the 
petitioners belong designated. The petition 
will also ask that the Commissioners make 
an estimate of the cost of the primary, and 
the petitioners are to deposit the sum with 
the Election Commissioners, and guarantee 
payment of any additional cost. 
CONDITIONS OF THE ELECTION. 

The time of holding the primaries shall be 
continuous and not less than six hours. The 
board is to select three judges and two 
clerks for each poll from among the regular 
judges and clerks. At least three days’ no- 
tice of the primary must be given and three 
notices posted in the district designating time 
and place of election. 


The voters offering ballots at the primary. 


elections shall be legal voters of the district 
in which the election is heid and of the vo- 
litical ery holding the primary. If the 
vote is challenged the voter may swear it in. 
The judges shall permft a challenger for each 
adverse interest. : 
ANNOUNCING THE VOTE. 

Provision is made for the exhibition of the 
ballot box to voters before the voting papers 
are deposited, also for keeping the box in 
sightduring the progress of the balloting. 
As soon as the polls are finally closed the 
judges must immediately canvass the votes 
in the presence of the bystanders. The re- 
sult as to each candidate and measure voted 
for must be immediately on the completion of 
such canvass publicly proclaimed by each‘one 
of the judges successively, such prociama- 
tion to be prima facie evidence ot the result. 
The same precautions are taken in reference 
to extra ballots as in the new general Elec- 
tion law. Forms of affidavit are provided to 
accompany the returns. Each judge shall 
immediately make a return to the Board of 
Election Commissioners, together with the 
ballots and other records of the election. 
The board shall certify who were elected 
and what measures carried.

4. Provision should be made that there 
should be no crowding within forty feet of 
a polling window or other opening, the voters 
to approach one at a time in line, and depart 
immediately that the baliot was deposited.

5. Challengers should be inside the poll- 
ing-place to avoid confusion. 

6. The last printed registry lists of each 
ward, by precincts, should be used by judges 
of election and checked off as each vote is 
received or used on any challenged man.

This appears to be an 
amplification of prior telegraphic instruction on 
the same subject communicated through the 
same channel and which, being set forth ig the 
note of the Secretary of State to Count von 
Arco Valley, the German Minister, of the 12th 
inst., was duly laid before Congress with my last 
message in relation to Samoan affairs. It is also 
proper to inform you that Monday. the 28th 
nst., the occasion of the communication of the 
note of che Prince Chancellor, the Secretary of 
State was given to understand by the German 
Minister that a proposition from his Govegn- 
ment to that of the United States for 
a conference on the Samoan subject was 
on its way by mail, having left Berlin 
the 2th inst., so that its arrival here in 
due course of mail can be looked for in a short 
time. In reply to an inquiry from the Secretary 
of State whether the proposition referred to was 
for a renewal of the joint conference between the 
United States, Germany, and Great Britain 
which was suspended in July, 1887, or for the 
consideration of Samoan affairs ab novo, the 
German Minjster stated his inability to answer 
until the proposition which left Berlin the 20th 
inst. should have been received. 

1 shail hereafter communicate to the Congress 
all information before me in relation to the 
Samoan status, GROVER CLEVELAND. 


The correspondence accompanying the 
message gives an amplified account of re- 
cent events in the Samoan Isiands, an out- 
line of which has been telegraphed and pub- 
lished. One letteris from Prince Bismarck 
to Count von Arco Valley, of which the fol- 
lowing is a transiation: 

MINISTRY OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS, BERLIN, Jan. 
18, 1889.—I have already notified your Excellency 
that according to telegraphic communication 
from Apia Dec. 18 of last year a detachment of 
German naval forces which had landed at the 
requisition of the imperial Consul forthe pro- 
tection of the German settlements, which were 
endangered by the conflicts between the 
native parties there, was attacked by armed 
Samoans belonging to the party of Chief Ma- 
vaafa. This unprovoked attack is said to have 
taken place under the leadership of an American 
named Klein. On this occasion more than fifty 
German soldiers and officers were killed and 
wounded, 

In consequence of this we have been trans- 
planted from the territory of mediatorial nego- 
tiations by which the imperial Consul in Apia 
was trying to reconcile the contending parties. 
and for which he had sought the codperation of 
his English and American colleagues, into 3 
state of war with the assatlants, to our regret. 

carry on the contest which 

forced upon us by Mataafa 

his followers with the utmost 
consideration for English and American inter- 
ests. Our military measures have in view only 
the punishment of the murders of German sol- 
diers and the protection of our countrymen and 
their property. As they on their part are at 
war with Tamasese our interference will neces- 
sarily assume the character of assistance to Ta- 
masese. In the endeavor for the just punish- 
ment of a murderous crime we hope for the co- 
operation of the treaty Powers in Samoa in 
friendship with us, and we ask the Government 
of the United States to be good enough to fur- 
nish the Consuls and the commanders ot its 
ships of war in Samoa with suit- 
able instructions. Our armed forces 
there are instrueted to avoid and to 
prevent all injury to neutral commerce and 
property and to adopt measures of reprisal and 
destruction only against the followers of the 
party which initiated the contest against our 
troops by a murderous attack. We shall, of 
course, abide by the agreements with America 
and England with respect to Samoa, and pay 
due regard under all circumstances to the rights 
of those Powers as established by treaty. I beg:

The outbreak of feverin Lake View will 
be of certain periodical recurrence as long as 
Lake View derives her water supply from 
the vicinity of the shore. Every sewer in 
Lake View, including those passing by the 
cemetery of Graceland, empties into the 
lake. | pollution is carried out by the 
wash of the waves. A portion of it is re 
turned through Lake View’s water tunnel, 
and hence the complaints, the sickness, and 
the death-rate of the northern suburb. 

When annexation was proposed two years 
ago it Was pointed out that Lake View, in 
order to have a supply of good, pure water at 
all umes of the year, should have its water 
mee connected with the Chicago system. 

Chicago water is free from pollution at 
all times of the year. There are times,

EXP“£RIMENTS WITH CONTAMINATED WATER. 

Cuareaco, Jan. 29.—[Editor of The Tribune. } 
Ihe presumed convection of the water 
supply with thé recent outbreak of typhoid- 
fever at Lake View raises a question of vital 
importance. Is there any process by which 
water once contaminated can be rendered 
pure and wholesome! The only answer 1s 
that water once contaminated by anything 
held in solution cannot by any known proc- 
ess be rendered potable, or, to use the words 
of Prof. S. A. Lattimore, water once con- 
taminated can never again be safe for domes- 
tic use until it has passed through the 
clouds.“ 

The filter, upon which so many rely with 
implicit faith, is a mechanical contrivance 
that cannot claim to remove anything held in 
solution. The common filter that screws 
onto the faucet soon becomes vile and poison- 


} ous by the decay within it of animal and veg- 
etable organism collected from the water 


and which the reversal of the filter does no 
wholly remove from it. These filters only 
take from the water the coarser material, 
salt, epee? bluing, starch granules, and 
even bi corpuscles ing freely 
through most of them. The ger and more 
re filters can easily be tested by 
issolving a little chloride of sodium (com- 
mon salt) or other chemical in water before 
filtering, and note to what extent, if any, the 
filter would remove it. 

An interesting case that fully illustrates 
the extreme difficulty of purifying water that 
has been once contaminated by germs of dis- 
ease is given in the Journal of te London 
Chemical Society in a paper by Dr. E. Frank- 
land, D. C. L., F. R. S., Ph. D., Professor of 
Chemistry, On Some Points in tne An- 
alysis of Potable Waters.” The main points 
of the paper on this subject are: 

“One of the most striking of these cases 
occurred at the V of Lausen, near 

Switzerland. It was investigated 
with great care and skill by Dr. A. Hagier of 
Basel. In this village, in which even a single 
sporadic case of typhoid-fever had not oc- 
curred for many ye there broke out an 
epidemic which simultaneously attacked a 
large portion of the inhabitants. 

About a mile south of Lausen, and sep- 
arated from it by the mountain ridge Stock- 
balden, lies a small, el valley, the 
Fürlerthal. In an isolated farmhouse in 
this valley a farmer, who had just returned 
from a long journey, died of typhoid-fever. 
Soon after three other cases Occurred in the 
same house. The inhabitants of Lausen were 
entirely ignorant of what had occurred at this 
solitary mountain farm, when suddenly ten 
of the villagers were stricken down with 
typhoid-fever. In the next niue days it had 
in to fifty-seven, and in eight weeks 
the number of cases reached 130, or 17 per 
cent of the entire population; besides, four- 
teen others who were infected at Lausen be- 
came ili after leaving. The fever cases were 
pretty equally distributed throughout the 
vill butit was noted that six houses, 
which were suppiied with water from their 
own wells, were entirely exempt. This led 
to the suspicion that the public water supply 
was connected with the cause of the epi- 
demic, although the apparently immaculate 
source of this supply seemed to negative 
any such suspicion. The water came 
from a clear mountain spring . situ- 
ated at the foot of the adjacent Stock- 
halden; but careful investigation 
the source of this spring placed 
beyond ail doubt the origin of the infection. 
For some years it had n suspected that 
water communication through the mountain 
existed between the spring at Lausen and a 
brook in the Fürlertnal Valley flowing past 
the farmhouse in which the typhoid cases 
occurred. This brook had been polluted by 
the dejections of the typhoid patients, for it 
was in direct communication with the closets 
of the infected house, while the chamber 
slops were emptied into ic and the soiled 
linen washed in it.“ 

At this point Dr. Hagler commenced his 
ingenious and conclusive investigations. 
After some preliminary experiments he 
dissolved eighteen hundredweights of com- 
mon salt in water and poured it into the 
brook near the infected farmhouse, and soon 
the water at Lausen exhibiteda * chio- 
rine reaction, and the proportion of solid mat- 
ter dissolved im the water increased three 
fold. The passage of the Fürlerthal water to 
the fountains of the fever stricken village 
was thus established beyond doubt. But an- 
other interesting question here presented it- 
self. Did the water find its way through the 
Stockhalden by an open conduit or was it 
filtered through the porous material of the 
mountain?! 2 

To decide this point two and a half tons of 
flour were carefully and uniformly diffused in 
water and poured into the brook, but neither 


an increase of the solid constituents nor the 
slightest turbity of the Lausen water could 
be detected 


after this addition. This test 


shows most conclusively that water still re- 
tains its infective properties in full activity 
and vigor after a filtration through nearly a 
mile of porous earth—a filtration efficient

It will be seen from the statement of the 
above fects that the hospital sewer can be 
heid responsible for a small part of the im- 
purities of the laks water; moreover, ail 
fecal matter that is liabie to produce infec- 
tion is rendered innocuous by chemical 
agents before it is discharged into the sewer. 


It is safe to say that this precaution is not 


taken in all private families in the city. I 
am not contending that the water is pure, 
for I hold the opposite opinion. During the 
last eighteen months spring water purchased 
from parties bas been furnished to patients 
in the hospital for drinking purposes, and all 
lake water used for culinary purposes is first 
filtered and then boiled, and all lake water 
used in the building for whatever purpose is 
filtered. 

Not a single case of typhoid-fever has de- 
ve.oped after admission to the hospital dur- 
ing the last year, nor is there a single case 
in the hospital at the present time. When- 
ever Lake View and Chicago provide other 
means for the disposal of their sewage than 
emptying it into the lake the Government 
Hospital will undoubtedly make sewer con- 
nection with their system of sewers.

AN ANTI-ANNEXATIONIST’S VIEWS. 

Lake View, III., Jan. 30.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. |—One would infer from the articles 
on typhoid-fever that Lake View is the only 
place that is affected by the disease. But 
this is not so. Chicago has aiso its propor- 
uon of the disease, altbough it is not affected 
by any of the so-called contaminating in- 
fluences of Lake View in regard to water or 
upturped soil; so, also, has the Town of 
Lake, though it is still further away 
from Lake View. The real reason for 
the typhoid-fever agitation seems to 
be, from the writer’s point of view, 
merely an excuse for stirring up the annexa- 
tion scheme. This view is carried out by the 
fact that thé parties interviewed are stroce 
annexationists, notably Messrs. Goldy, Binks, 
and others. Goldy was one of the prime 
movers in circulating petitions and getting 
signatures for annexation at a former elec- 
tion held here. Tus Trirsune should treat 
this matter with justice. Would it cure the 
disease if the city was annexed? Would the 
upturned soil in laying sewers or paving 
streets be any purer if Lake View was an- 
nexed? Ifso, let us annex it: but 1 do not 
think it would. In regard to the water it is 
no doubt bad, but is the water in Chicago 
much better? Judging from the reports in 
the Chicago papers of the impurities found in 
it there doesn’t seem.to be any improvement 
upon what we have here.

TEXT OF THE CAPITAL PUNISHMENT BILL. 


Hangings Must Take Piace in a Peniten- 
tiary Before Daylight. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 30.—[Special.|—The 

following is the text of the new Capita! Pun- 


ishment bill: 

So. 1. Be i enacted by the people of the State of 
llinois, represented in the General Assembiyg That 
Secs. 1, 2, 3,4, and 8 of Division XIV. of an act 
entitled “An act to revise the law in relation to 
criminal jurisprudence.“ approved March 27, 
1874, in force July 1, 1874, be amended so as to 
read as follows: 2 . 

Sec. 1. The manner of inflicting the punish- 
ment of death shall be by hanging the person 
convicted by the neck until dead at such time as 
the court shall direct, not less than fifteen nor 
more than twenty-five days from the time sen- 
tence is pronounced. Provided the day set shal! 
not occur before the tenth day of the term of the 
Supreme Court occurring next after the pro- 
nouncing of the judgment; and provided that 
for good cause the court or Governor may pro- 
long the time. Atthe expiration of the time so 
prolonged the judgment shall be executed the 
same as if t were the time fixed by the judg- 
ment for the execution thereof. The Sheriff or 
Deputy Sberiff or, in case of his death, inability, 
or absence, the Coroner of the county in which 
the sentence of death is pronounced shall be the 
executioner. And when any person sbali be sen- 
tenced by any court of the State having compe- 
tent jurisdiction to be hanged by the neck until 
dead, such punishment shall only be inflicted 
within the walls of one of the penitentiaries of 
this State, and at the time of passing sentence 
of death Judge shall designate in which peni- 
tentiary the execution shali take place. B 
execution shall take place within an inclosure to 
be prepared for that purpose under the direction 
of the Wardens and Commissioners thereof, which 
inclosuré shall be higher than the gallows and so 
constructed as to exclude public view. 

Sec. 2. All executions of the death penalty by 
hanging shall take place according to the pro- 
visions of this act und on the day designated by 
the Judge r sentence, but before the hour 
of sunrise of the designated day, and the Sheriff 
of the county shall receive for his services $100 
and the same fees as are paid in other felony 
cases, to be paid out of the county treasury on 
the return of the Sheriff showing the due execu- 
tion of the sentence. duly attested and approved 
by the Warden of the penitentiary. 

Sec. 3. When a person is sentenced to death 
all writs for the execution of the death penalty 
shall be directed to the Sheriff by the court is- 
suing the same, and the Sheriff of the county 
wherein the prisoner has been convicted and sen- 
tenced shall within the next ten days thereafter, 
in as private and secure a manner as is possible 


to be done. convey the prisoner to the peniten- . 


tiary designated by the Judge passing sentence, 
said prisoner shall be received 
Warden and securely kept un- 
Gay designated for his execu- 
and the Sheriff shall receive for 
conducting the prisoner sentenced to death to 
the penitentiary designated by the Juage passing 
sentence, the same fees and mileage that is pro- 
vided 12 in other cases, when duly approved 
by the Warden of the penitentiary. And unless a 
suspension of execution be ordered by the Su- 
preme Court or four Judges thereof, the Sheriff 
or Coroner shall proceed, at the time and place 
named in the warrant, to cause the prisoner 
sentenced to be hanged by the neck until he be 
dead; and of the munnerof his execution of 
the warrant and his doings thereon he shall forth- 
with make return to the clerk of the 
court from whence the prisoner was sentenced. 
who shall record the warrant and returns in the 
records of the case. Besides the Warden the fol- 
lowing persons may be present at the execution, 
but none others: The clergyman in attendance 
upon the prisoner, such other persons as the 
prisoner may designate (not exceeding three in 
number), and five other Sheriffs in the State, 
and two physicians as the Warden may desig- 
nate, the chaplain, the Penitentiary Commission- 
ers, the Coroner of the county in which the pris- 
oner was sentenced, and a reporter for each one 
of the two leading papers of opposite politics 
published in said county that the Sheriff may

KC. 0 y of the executed person 
be returned to the friends in oar ecenty 8 
State for burial that they may request in writ- 
ing. if made on the Warden the day before or 
on the morning of the execution; and he ma 
draw his order on the Auditor of the State, an 
he on the State Treasurer, for paying the trans- 
portation and other funeral expenses, not to ex- 
ceed the sum of $50; and if the request is made 
by the friends as aforesaid the arden of the 
peniten — where the execution occurs may, 
on the application of any respectable surgeon 
or surgeons, deliver the body of the conviet 


after death to such surgeon or surgeons for ais-

SENATOR GIBBS ADDRESSES THE REV- 
ENUE COMMITTEE. 


Sheets’ Prohibition Amendment and Its 
Chances of Passing—Postponed for Two 
Weeks—Chott’s Election Law Amend- 
ments—Republicans Wish to Shorten the 
Session—Bassett’s Practice Act—General 
Springfield News. 

SpPrinGrie.p, IM., Jan. 30.—[Special.|—The 
Senate Revenue Committee did the proper 
thing this afternoon when it appointed a sub- 
committee to confer with the House commit- 
tee to see if some action couid be taken 
which would result in the drafung of bills of 
a similar character. It is almost certain that 
the Revenue Commission’s report will be 
thrust aside, as the old members who spent 
many hours last session studying its vrovis- 
ions are not disposed to renew the experience. 
It would have been reported back this after- 
noon with the recommendation that it do 
not pass but for the fact that Senator Had-

The State Board of Equali- 
zation had assessed the capital stock of sev- 
eral corporations which were not carryin 
on a manufacturing business and they h 
obtained perpetual injunctions against the 
collector just because their letters of incor- 
ration had declared that they were manu- 

acturing companies. He had no amend- 
ments to offer, but he thought the law ought 
to be — and the committee constituted 
Senators Thomas, Crawford, Gibbs, Kor- 
rick, and Karraker a sub-committee to draft 
the necessary amendments. 


THE PROHIBITION AMENDMENT. 


Senator Sheets Was Willing It Should Be 

Postponed bat Not Buried in a Committee. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 30.—[Special. }—Sen- 
ator Sheets’ prohibition amendment was 
taken up this morning and after being dis- 
cussed was, with his consent, made the spe- 
cial order for two weeks hence. He would 
not agree to refer it, and immediately after 
the reading of the journal he made a fifty 
minute speech advocating the resolution. 
The Woman's Christian Temperance Union 
was not out m force, as upon former occa- 
sions when the proposition has been brought 
before the Legisiature, und the spéctators 
were limited, among the number being 
Bishop Bowman, who occupied a seat in the 
gallery. The Senator said the question was 
one of the most important demanding 
their thought and action, and he hoped they 
would come to a wise and judicious decision. 
He offered the resolution for the good of the 
whole people of IIlinois and for the thon- 
sands of helpless women whose homes had 
been destroyea by the rum traffic. He had 
the figures to show, if disputed, that 50 per 
cent of all the crime committed was due to 
alconolic beverages. He claimed that the 
Democratic members of the Senate ought to 
vote for ine resolution to show that 
their professed love for the Prohibi- 
tionists during the late campaign 
was genuine. The representative of 
the United Labor party should support the 
resolution, as the laboring people were more 
interested than ail others. Chicago drainage 
was an important question, he admitted, but 
the adoption of prohibition would save over 

000,000, which would build three such 
canals as Chicago wanted. In conclusion he 
deciared he would oppose the sending of the 
resoluuon to a committee for future burial, 
but ne would not object to a postponement 
for dhe or two weeks, as he did not desire to 
press the matter if the Senators wantea 
some time to consider it. 

Senator Shutt thought the adoption of the 
amendment would be or was considered an 
infringement on personal liberty and would 
render valueless a great amount of property. 
For the last fifty years the laws had made 
the trade in alcoholic beverages legal, and a 
good many citizens, who had contributed 
largely to the growth and development of 
tne State, had invested money in property 
for the mauufacture of alcoholic beverages. 
Prohibition therefore amounted to con- 
fiscation of their property. In the States 
where it had been adopted it failed 
to prove operative and did not remedy the 
evils compiained of, In the opinion of learned 
counsei the adoption of a orohibition amend- 
ment was a step beyond constitutional au- 
thority, and it struck a great blow at agri- 
culture, as it reduced the price of cereals. 

Senator Seiter offered an amendment pro- 
viding that at the same time an appropria- 
tion shouid be made to reimburse all persons 
sustaining damage on account of the adop- 
tion of the amendment, and upon motion of 
Senator Jonns further consideration of the 
quesuon was postponea for two weeks, the 
yeas and nays being demanded on the ques- 
tion to postpone it. Carried by a vote of 30 
yeas to 19 nays. ' 3 

Senator Sneets has an idea that his resolu- 
tion will pass the Senate, but this is doubt- 
ful, as at present there are not more than 
twenty-two votes in sight. Senator Craw- 
ford of Cook may be among these, although 
he has not fully decided, and all the otner 
Republican friends of the measure are from 
country districts. The Democrats who are 
considered as favoring the submission of the 
amenament are Senators Stephenson, Dean, 
Higbee, McDonaid, Shumway, Reavill, and 
Karraker.

The Republicans Surprise the Democrats 
by Agreeing to Look Into the Matter. 
SPRINGFIELD. III., Jan. 30.—[Special.]—The 

Democratic Senators were surprised today 

by the action of the Appropriations Commit- 

tee in regard to the resoluwon asking for an 
investigation into the expenses at the Exec- 
utive Mansion. They have all along supposed 
the Republicans would oppose the resolution 
and attempt to kill it im committee, thereby 
giving them an excuse for making an unlim- 
ited number of reform speeches during the 
rest of the session. The Republicans, how-

Auditor’s reports. Thereforea meeting of 

the Appropriations Committee was calied for 

the purpose of taking action upon the reso- 
lution. Senator Shumway, its author, was 
present with a scrap-book filled with clip- 
pings taken from newspapers during the re- 
cent campaign, and he frankly confessed 
they had bees clipped from Democratic pa- 

rs. He did' not question the honesty of 

v. Ogiesby, but he thought there had been 
a reckless expenditure of money belongin 
to. the people. Senator Johns inform 
Senator Shumway that if he investi- 
gated the reports of the Auditor he 
would find that two Democratic 
Justices of the Supreme Court and one 
publican had gone to St. Louis to buy a car- 
pet for the court-room, and had charged the 
State with their expenses on the tmp.

TO AMEND THE PRACTICE ACT. 


Senator Bassett’s Bill and What the Con- 
ditions of it Are. 

SrrinGrie.p, III., Jan. 80.—[Special.]|—The 
bill of Senator Bassett, amendatory of the 
Practice act, provides that all criminal cases 
other than misdemeanors involving the va- 
lidity of a franchise, freehold or ‘construc- 
tion of the Constitution, confirmation of spe- 
cial assessments, exercise of the right of 
eminent domain, and where the State is a 
party appeals and writsof error may be 
taken directly to the Supreme Court from the 
final judgment of the lower court, and in 
all other cases the same shall be taken to the 
Appellate Courts. One important addition 
to the present law provides that the Supreme 
Court or one of its Judges may arrest the 
remanding of a case by allowing a writ of 
error. The billto amend the Appeilate Court 
act. also introduced by Senator Bassett, sim- 
tities Seu. 8 of the Appeliate Court act with 
Necs. 87 and 90 of the Practice act by 
limiting the Appellate Court act wholly 
to matters of jurisdiction and by re- 
moving from that act all questions of prac- 
tice, which are transferred to the Practice 
act. It enlarges the jurisdiction of the Ap- 

liate Court to meet such cases as may be 
carried to that court by 5 — or writ ot er- 
ror and transfers to the Practice act all the 
provisions of Sec. 8 of the Appellate Court 
act relating to practice, and ali which dis- 
tinguishe between actions ex contractu and 
those sounding in damages have been ex- 
cluded, leaving the right ot appeal to rest on 
the amount involved. The proviso of the 
act which allows appeals and writs of error 
where there was no trial or an issue of lact 
in the court below has been left out and is 


covered by other provisions.
